Leaders of Strikers Talk 
With President for Hour 
Saturday and Leave in 
Cheerful Mood. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Cincinnati, August 5.—A conference 
‘eo prevent, fatafities to our member- 
ship on account of defective equip- 
“ment and armed guards in shops and 
in yards,” is asked in & telegram sent 
President Harding tonight by E. H. 
Vitzgerald, president of the Brother- 
hood of Railway and Steamship 
Clerks, Freight Handlers, Station and 
Express Employees. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, in making the tele- 
gram public through the Associtaed 
Press, stated he had instructed J. J. 
Forrester, national legislative counsel 
of the brotherhood in Washington, to 
arrange a conference with the presi- 
dent Monday to lay before him all de- 
ta'ls of the situation. 

Text of Telegram. 

The text of the telegram sent Mr. 
Harding is as follows: 

“We seek a conference to lay before 
vou the mecessity of taking some ac- 
tion, if that be possible, to prevent 
further fatalities to-our membership 0 
account of defective - equipment and 
armed guards in shops and yards. We 
have several concrete instances where 
our members not on strike have iost 
their lives. while in performance of 
their usual and regular duties.” 

“Unless armed guards arg with- 
drawn from railroad shops and yards,” 
Mr. Fitzgerald said in a statement he 
issued, “we will be compelled to ad- 
vise our members not on strike to re- 
main away from their usual places ot 
employment until their safety can be 
assured.” 

He stated he “wes receiving daily 
protests from our members against the 
use of armed guards in shops and 
vards who endanger the lives of our 
members.” He said that in many 
yards, “our men have to work with de- 
fective equipment, which in one case 
has caused the death of one of our 
members,” and asserted that “two more 
of our members, neither of whom was 
on strike, lost their lives where armed 
guards were employed, by the acci- 
dental discharge of weapons.” : 

Telegrams were also sent by Mr 
Fitzgerald to Warren S. Stone, head 
ef the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, and B. M. Jewell, head of the 
railway employees department of the 
American Federation of Labor, stat- 
ing that the representatives of the 
five organizations would hold a con- 
ference at the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks headquarters in Washington 
‘Tuesday at noon. 

“BIG FOUR” DENY 
CONFERENCE REQUEST. 

Gieveland, Ohio, August 5.—The 
telegram sent to President Harding 
last night by the three transportation 
brotherhood executives was not for 
the purpose of arranging a confer- 
ence between the president and the 
chief executives, brotherhood chiefs 
announced today.

J. C. White and C. F. Jackson. 

2. Chief Beavers issued a state- 
ment Saturday in which he charged 
that Councilman Sims is the candi- 
date gf the Ku Klux Klan, and chal- 
lenged his opponents to a showdown 
relative to the klan. 

Pussy-Footing Charged. 

3. Councilman Sims replied scor- 
ing the chief as a “pussy-footing” 
candidate letting somebody else do 
hie “thinking and _ talking,” and 
dared Beavers to come out and meet 
him on the stump. 

4. Councilman Nutting asserted 
that the chief’s charges did not in- 
volve him, since he was not a men- 
ber of the klan, or any other secret 
organization. 

5. Twenty candidates for eduncil- 
man had announced for the twelve 
places to be filed. 


6. Eight candidates had announced 

for the six aldermanic posts. 
Statement by Sims. 

“Chief Beavers will not be able 
to run a ‘possy-footing’ campaign 
for mayor with me and fight out is- 
sues in the newspapers,” said Coun- 
cilman Sims. “I will meet him in 
every ward of the city after the date 
for entrance closes, and let him 
stand-out where people can see if he 
is doing his own thinking and talk- 
ing. 

“It is not fair to the people of At. 
lanta for a man to run for office and 
let some one else behind closed doors, 
do his writing and talkine and lead 
the peaple to think it is his own 
work. 

“I will answer all questions: that 
are pertinent at the proper time and 
to the satisfaction of all concerned, 
including Chief Beavers. 


“There will be many other issues 
in the race for mayor besides the one 
raised by Chief Beavers as to whe 
belongs to the Ku Klux Klan.

It is the belief of Governor Hard- 
wick that an advisery committee to 
work with the railroad commission 
would help solve the coal shértage 
problem. On this committee would be 
one representative of ‘the railroads, 
a manufacturer, a cotton mill oper- 
ator, a fuel dealer and such other 
representatives as may be needed. 

May Ask Relief. 


It was learned Saturday that the 
state railroad commission may ask to 
be relieved of. the duties of distrib- 
uting coal because of other duties 
now imposed on that body. If the 
railroad commission is not asked to do 
this work, an independent commission 
probably will be named. 

Among the big Fulton county pav- 
ing projects tied up by the strike of 
railroad employees are the paving of 
Spring street and State street and a 
number of smaller paving jobs in 
which sand, rubble, cement and other 
materials are used.

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BEGIN AS GERMANY 


DEFAULTS ON DET 


France Takes Steps to 
Safeguard Interests as 
Berlin Refuses Payment 
to French Citizens. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Paris, August 5.—Premier Poin- 
care at noon today notified the Ger- 
man embassy at Paris that the first 
of a series of measures to conserve 
French interests against a lapse in 
Germany’s pre-war debt payments, 
would be put into effect immediately. 
The notice followed the receipt of 
a note from Germany refusing to 
meet the 2,000,000 pound installment 
of these payments to French citizens 
due August 15. 

The first of French measures con- 
sists of the immediate suspension ot 
all payments to German nationals 
for debts contracted with French- 
men before the war, both in France 
and Alsace-Lorraine. The offiees in 
Paris and Strasburg, which were set 
up to liquidate these debts were “no- 
tified to cease functioning at once 
and to pay no-more German claims 
until further orders from the premier. 

The initial measure also include 
the suspension of all farther pay- 
ments t& Germans for German  vrop- 
erty sequestrated in France. This 
property includes estates, villas, art 
collections, ete. 

Not Penalties. 

The agreement reached at Baden- 
Baden under which Germans were 
being compensated for the bouse fur- 
nishings, stocks, bonds and cash eft 
in Alsace and Lorraine also is sus- 
pended. 

It was explained at the foreign of- 
fice that these first measures. taken 
are not penalties, in the strictest 
sense of the word, but merely action 
to safeguard the French _ interesis 
which have been jeopardized by the 
Germans refusing to pay. 

If these measures fai] to bring a 
satisfactory settlement further and 
more .s€vere measures, it was said. 
The nature of these 
is withheld pending the effect of the

If Belgium and Great Britain, ar 
has been indicated, desired to forego 
payments from G rmany on the ri- 
vate debts due their nationals, this 
will have. no effect on the French 
position, it was declared. France 
will insist on the payment of these 
claims despite any moratorium that 
the London conference may decide to 
grant. it was ‘added. and if Germany

While a corps of city detectives 
night were probing inde- 
pendently the shooting of F. A. 
Smith, 60, of 344 Ormond street, yes- 
terday. afternoon by a crowd of al- 
leged negro |. strikebreakers, others 
were working in conjunction § with 
special agents and detectives of the 
Georgia railroad. However, at a late 
hour last night no arrests had been 
made. except the five negroes who 
were jailed immediately after the 
shooting. 

Smith is said to be a former em- 
ployee of the Georgia railroad on 
strike’ with other members of his 
trade, car inspectors, He was on 
picket duty, it is said, at the time the 
trouble sturted. It is claimed that be 
approached the negra strikebreakers 
as they were Jeaving the Georgia 
railroad yards, at DeKalb avenue, 
in an effort to get them to quit their 
jobs. 

As they neared Waddell street, the 
negroes are said to have become 
abusive toward Smith and that he 
resented their remarks, Several wit-

Edgewood avenue, where Smith was 

shot twice through the right side of

To Show Figures. 

Figures which opponents of the es-

FRANCE RETALIATES 
AS GERMANY DEFAULTS

brought the German answer to the 
French ultimatum to the Quay d’Or- 
say today. Premier Poincare at once 
pronounced it unsatisfactory and gave 
orders. that the application of the 
French measures should begin. 

The German note asked the French 
government to reserve its decision un- 
til the subject was discussed at the 
coming London meeting of the allied 
heads of governments, in view of the 
fact that Both Belgium and Great 
Britain were willing tc consider the 
debt question in connection with the 
moratorium issue. The French pre- 
mier takes the view that payments 
on pre-war debts is a matter for Ger- 
man business men who are obviously 
prosperous and that it cannot be coup- 
led with the present state of German 
governmental finances. 

Text of German Note. 


According to the text of the German 
note made public here, the German 
government asks suspension for the 
proposed measures in the following 
terms: 

your excellency’s note of 

the financial and economic 
situation in Germany has continued 
to. grow worse. Marks have fallen 
to 21-100 of their pre-war value. 
The capacity of Germany has dimin- 
ished accordingly. 

“Under these conditions the Ger- 
man government asks the French gov- 
ernment to examine the question anew 
and suspend application of its decl- 
sion until the question has been the 
subject of negotiations with the in- 
terested allied powers.” 

Regarding the applicability of the 
measures of “retortion” the note says: 
Only Consequences. 

“According to the agreement of 
June, 1921, the only consequences to 
non-execution of the engagement un- 
dertaken by Germany is cancellation 
of that accord by the allies, under a 
stipulation reserved there in that can- 
cellation would have the effect of 
bringing into play provisions of the 
treaty of Versailles relative to pay- 
ments and commercial balances. 

“In case of non-payment that treaty 
accords the allied powers only the 
right to the product of liquidation of 
German-owned property as a pledge. 
These provisions having been espe- 
cially made for the eventuality of 
non-execution, the application of the 
measures of retortion announced for 
August 5 would be in contradiction 
with the spirit in which these provi- 
sions were conceived, all the more 
since the payment in question is not 
due until August 15.”

Challenges Other Mayor- 

alty Candidates to An- 
nounce Their Positions 
on Public Questions 
Which He Specifies. 


Outlining his campaign polices as 
“absolutely and unalterably against 
the Ku Klux Klan and its every at- 
tempt to control, influence or enter 
politics in this city,” Police Chief 
James L. Beavers, candidate for may- 
or, in a statement issued Saturday 
challenges every one of his opponents 


for the office of mayor to make pub- 
lis his stand on certain matters. 
Chief Beavers intimates that Coun- 
cilman Walter Sims, who is also a 
mayoralty candidate, is a “candidate 
fawered by the Ku Klux Klan and sup- 
ported by it.” He challenges Coun- 
cilman Sime and all other mayoralty 


The c declares he is against re- 
ligion dominating politics, whether 
that religion be Catholic, Baptist or 
Presbyterian. He asserts that the 
constitution distinctly provides the 
separationsof church and state. 

Challenges Opponents. 

The chief's formal statement fol- 
lows: 

“I want to challenge every one 
of my opponents for the office of 
mayor to make public his stand en 
certain matters, as I am now doing. 

“I hereby announce my stand with 
regard to the Ku Klux Klan. 

“I am absolutely and unalterably 
against any and every. attempt by 
the kian to control, influemce or en- 
ter into politics in this city, thrs 
state or this nation. 

“I am firmly convinced that the 
influence of the klan on the public 
mind is a bad influence; and I have 
no doubt whatever that bad actions 
are attributable to the klan in this 
country, in this state, and even in 
this. city, though direct proof may 
not have been brought forward. 

“T am unalterably and forever an 
upholder of the law of this city, 
state and nation untampered with 
by any secret order under whatever 
guise of ‘aiding’ the officers of the 
law, or under whatever pose of ‘100 
per cent Americanism.’ 

“I am against any control, influ- 
ence or tampering with the gov- 
ernment by the Catholic church, or the 
' Baptist church or the Presbyteran 
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-TO THE PEOPLE OF FULTON 
COUNTY: 
Yielding to the urgent insistence 
-of many of my friends in the coun- 
“ty, I hereby announce my candi- 
acy for one of the positions on the

' tee to perfect the organization plans 
and secure a charter as outlined un- 
der the provision of the federal farm 
loan act. The following were elected 
directors: Edgar T. Gentry, Hollins 
N. Randolph, Robert E. Uarvey, A. 
B. Simms,’ J. H. Ewing, of Atlanta; 
Joseph Calhoun, Cartersville, Ga.; 
and B. W. Pruet, Anniston, Ala. 

The Atlanta Joint Stock Land bank 
is a government institution which will 
function in the states of Georgia and 
Alabama, making loans to farmers 
at not over 50 per cent of the value 
of their lands as appraised by the 
government, at a rate of 6 per cent in- 
terest for a long term of years. This 
institution may make loans and ac- 
quire .mortgages in amounts up to 
15 times its capital and surplus. 

Against these mortgages the govern- 
ment issues bonds- from the ‘treasury 
department. These bonds which are 
instrumentalities of the government 
are free from taxation and are sought 
by investors. The organization of 
the Atlanta Joint Stock Land bank has 
been hailed with enthusiasm by bank- 
ers and land owners in all sections of 
Georgia and Alabama.

Of Challenger---Fights 
Cautious Battle From Start

Hammer Centers Attack on Leonard’s Mid- 
Section, While Champion Beats 
Tattoo on Challenger’s Jaw. | 


Ringside, Michigan City, ae Au 
gust 5.—(By the Associated Press. t— 
Benny Leonard, world’s lightweight 
champion, defending big title for the 
third time within a month, outpointed 
Ever Hammer, of Chicago, in a 10- 
round no-decision boxing contest here 
late today. Leonard fought cautious- 
ly and did not take any chances of 
having his damaged right eye split 
open. 

Hammer and Leonard came into 
the ring at 6:10 o’clock, just as the 
sun was beginning to fade over the 
edge of the arena. Darkness was ap- 
proaching fast and the usual prelim- 
fharies were rushed so that the bout 
could be started, Leonard wore a 
plaster over his damaged right eye. 

ROUND 1—Hammer put two light 
lefts to the body and clinched. Leon- 
ard planted left hook to the stomach, 
Hammer missed left nook and Leon- 
ard landed left lightly to the face. 
Leonard was boxing cautiously, try- 
ing to protect his eye. Leonard com- 
plained that Hammer hit him low 
while in a clinch. Leonard hooked 
left to stomach. Hammer tried for a 
left for the stomach but Leonard 
danced away. Hammer missed right 
and clinched. Leonard put right and 
left to the body at the bell. / 

ROUND 2—They landed lefts to 
face, and Leonard whipped over a 
hard rightt to the chin. Leonard 
stuck a left in Hammer’s face and 
shot over a right to the jaw. Ham- 
mer’s left was short and Leonard 
drove him into the ropes with rights 
and lefts to the body. Hammer was 
having difficulty in reaching Leonard, 
who continua'ly danced out of dan- 
ger. Leonard landed three lefts t 
the chin without a return. Leonar 
hooked twice to the face as the round 
ended, 

ROUND 3—Hammer crowded Leon- 
ard close and hooked left to the body. 
Leonard boxed at long range and had 
the better of the exchanges. He 
landed two rights to the chin as 
Hiammer came tearing in. Hammer 
stuck a left in Leonurd’s nose and 
hooked the champion solidly to the 
chin. Leonard blocked Hammer's 
leads and ducked a left hook. The 
champion shook Hammer up with a 
right to the chin and received two 
rights to the body in return. Leon- 
ard hooked right and Jeft to the 
head. Hammer was short with left 
and they clinched. 

ROUND 4—Hammer walked in 
close and unded Leonard’s body. 
Slaiaanen tried two lefts to the head 
as they clinched. Leonard snapped 
over a right and landed two upper- 
cuts as they came into a clinch. Ham- 
_ mer hooked left lightly to the head 
und Leonaril landed right to the body. 
The champion hooked two side wert 
to the chin and danced away from a 
right. Hammer hooked a left to the 
stomach and shook Benny up with a 
left to the chin at the bell. 

ROUND 5—Leonard hooked left to 
the body. He repeated it with a left 
to the nose. Hammer landed two lefts 
to the head as they clinched. lLeon- 
ard snapped a right over to the chin, 
forcing Hammer to back away. Leon- 
ard whipped over a right to the chin, 
forcing Hammer back. Benny blocked 
Hammer’s left and planted another 
right to the head. 

ROUND 6.—They missed lefts. 
Leonard. landed right te the chin. Ham- 
mer missed a left hook to the head. 
Hammer knocked off the plaster over 
Leonard’s right eye with‘a rasping 
left hook. Hammer missed a left and 
Leonard rushed him to the ropes, 
landirig half a dozen punches without 
a return. [Leonard hooked left to the 
body and they clinched. Hammer 
hooked light left to the head and 
brought up -.two more light lefts at 
close quarters. Leonard was short 
with right and left at the bell.

Lynch Has Fine War Record—Won Title 
From Herman .and Then Lost to Same 
Fighter Later—Was In Slump at Time.

Old-timers used to say that “they 
never come back.” In those old days 
a champion licked, in a long fight of 
from twenty rounds to a finish, was 
usually so well licked that he lost 
ambition. ; 

Joe Lynch never took a real lick- 
ing in his life. Perhaps that’s why 
he came back into the bantamweight 
championship by stopping Johnny 
Buff—as tough a little bit of fight 
ing machinery as any of his weight. 

ive known Joe Lynch rather well 
for several years and always liked 
to see him fight. There's action ev- 
ery minute when Joe’s in the ring. 
He’s a fighting Irishman by descent 
and an American fighter by educa- 
tion. He loves a good hard fight. 
His eyes sparkle with interest and 
pleasure when the other fellow hits 
him a devastating wallop on the chin. 
He bounces away under the — 
of the blow, and bounces in again— 
fighting—the instant his toes get a 
good ground hold. 

Joe Lynch is the kind of a fellow 
who can't be discouraged. The tough- 
er the fight the more fun he has. 
Instead of delighting in “trimming a 
sap,” Joe is disgusted when he finds 
himself in the ring with a poor fish 
who ‘can’t clip him a clout on the 
chin at least occasionally. It spoils 
the whole evening for Joe. 

You see, Joe grew up on the East 
Side in New York, where his father 
ran on express wagon, and he always 
lived in a fighting neighborhood. His 
jdea of a pleasant recess at school 
was one in which he got and gave 
a black eye. When he was working 
for his father, tossing trunks, hea 
lay off any time for ten minutes to 
see whether or not some rival bag- 
gage smasher could trim him. 

It was pure sport with Joe. He 
never held a grudge. He fought for 
the delight of it. Naturally when 
he grew up he went into the ring. 
And naturally, with his fighting an- 
cestry and his early training, he made 
good from the start. 


JOE’S DEFEAT 
OF LOADMAN. 


. When the war came along, young 
Joe Lynch was already famous as the 
man who knocked out Kid Williams, 
one of the strongest and most rugged 
bantam champions in years. The 
bantam championship at that time 
was in a muddle, Williams having lost 
on,an alleged “foul” to one “Kew- 
pie” Ertle. Dick Loadman, of Buf- 
falo, handed Ertle the brass-bound 
works, and there was some question 
as to whether Joe Lynch or Dick 
Loadman had the better claim to 
the bantam championship. 

About this time, Joe Lynch was 
called into the service and went into 
the 62d Pioneer infantry, Colonel 
Foster's regiment. It was a great 
fighting regiment, and,many ringmén 
of fair reputation and ,well-known 
athletes were in its ranks. 

Billy Wellman, then famous the 
country ovcer as the “Boy Promoter,” 
who started by building a velodrome 
at sixteen years of age, and not long 
afterward ran big auto races, air 
contests and boxing bouts, was in 
the ranks. 

With Bill on the job the regiment 
lived a life of delirious joy, with 
baseball every afternon and ring bat- 
iles every night. 

Joe Lynch naturally felt right at 
home. 

About this time I was getting 
up a boxing show at Madison Square 
Garden for the army athletic fund, 
with Billy Wellman’s assistance, and 
got Joe Lynch a furlough just before 
the regiment's departure for France, 
so that he could fight Dick Loadman. 
It was one of the fastest and prettiest 
fichts I ever looked at. 

Joe went to the war, was a star 
in action and a star in the army 
rings, saw a lot of real fighting with 
the boys at the front and finally came 
home unhnrt, a little gaunt and thin, 
bit full of ambition. 

Fighting in a ring was field sport 
for Joe. He cleaned up his rivals 
one after another. ‘Two of the best 
fights raw him in were against 
Jack Sharkey, who was going like a 
champion then and looked unbeatable. 
Rut Lynch beat him. In his Shark- 
. ey fight Lynch was staggered several 
times, but always came back at the 


tough little Italian with such speed 


| and fury that. Sharkey, not Lynch, 


was on the defensive. In the end 
Lynch was undoubted master of the 
field. 
LYNCH’'S COME-BACK 
A SURPRISE. 

Joe astonished the sporting world 


by whipping Kid Herman, of New| 


Orleans, bantam champion’ and a 


mighty clever boxer, a few days before 
Herman went to England for an in- 
ternational championship fight with 
Jimmy Wilde. The astonishment 
grew when Herman knocked Wilde 
out, showing that he hadn’t lost any 
class. Coming back Herman beat a 
lot of good bantams and then got 
another fight with Lynch. At this 
time Joe seemed to be in a slump. 
He was 50 skinny you could stand 
behind him and count his front ribs. 
He was eager and quick, but his 
strength wasn’t there. He lost the 
championship, and although after a 
rest he came back and fought with 
greater skill and speed than ever, 
he seemed to have gone by, and few 
expected him to come back again. 
Meanwhile Johnny Buff, the rugged 
and redoubtable flyweight champion, 
fought Kid Herman and unexpected- 
ly gave him the beating of his young 
life, Buff is only a 113-pounder, 
but he could slug with any of them. 
Perhaps Buff’s manager, looking 
around for someone for Johnny to 
beat—some bank-roll fattener—picked 


Joe Lynch because Joe was popular- | 


ly supposed to be slipping. 

In any case Joe was picked, and 
he was so anxious to have a chance 
to win back the title that he allowed 
Buff to be guaranteed $30,000 for 
his end. The event proved that Buff 
was a good bargainer, as the gate ran 
far below $30,000. and Lynch was 
called upon to make the guarantee 
good out of his own pocket. 

The crowd cam2 to the fight ex- 
pecting to see Buff rip into Lynch 
and -beat him loose from his founda- 
tions, just as he had tipped over a lot 
of others. Buff had the same idea. 
He rushed and plunged and tried to 
slug, but. Joe followed him at every 
point with bewildering speed and 
skill. Buff couldn’t lay a glove on 
Joe, and he was lost. Lynch beat 
him helpless, and Buff's seconds 
hurled in the sponge... <A real master 
boxer with a punch had beaten a 
rugged slugger. 

JOF’S IN THE 
DIXON CLASS. 

Joe Lynch is a great boxer, with 
much speed and one of the ceolest 
heads in the ring when under fire. 
In view of his past performances and 
his come-back to the championship, 
he should be ranked with the great 
little men of Dixon's day. He re- 
sembles them in many ways. It’s 
my opinion that Lynch would make 
a wonderful fighter over the long 
route,

On Ideal Section of 
Lincoln Highway 


Construction work on the. far-famed 
stretch of model highway known as 
the ideal section of the -Lincoln high- 
way in Lake county, Indiana, is now 
under way after nearly two years 
of preliminary research: 

_In addition to $33,000 per mile pro- 
vided by the state of Indiana, Lake 
county authorities have assured $25,- 
O00 from the county funds t8ward 
passing ‘for the construction of the 
section. Extra expense beyond the 
sum supplied by the state and coun- 
ty, which is equivalent to what the 
construction of the usual state speci- 
fications would coat, will be met by 
the Lincoln Highway association 
through a special fund provided by 
the United States Rubbeg company. 

It is expected that the ‘paving work 
will. be. completed by the end of Oc- 
tober, many details intluding .the 
lighting installation and the beauti- 
fication of the right-of-way remaining 
for accomplishment until next spring. 

In the design of this unique section 
of the Lincoln highway is embodied

Among other signs of betterment 
of general business, one of. the most 
convincing has been the steady in- 
crease in the volume of mail order 
house business. This is generally’ 
considered a reflection of the generai 
purchasing power of the country. 

Further important dividend in- 
creases also furnish a basis for much 
higher prices for securities. There 


| are believed to be many companies 


that will pay higher dividends in the 
next six months and a number that 
are not making any dishursements 
now that will do so _ before very 
long. 

Another thing that is‘ not being 
given much attention that is very 
favorable is the way that many com- 
panies have raised the fupds needed 
for and have cglled ahead of maturity 
various bonded indebtedness, The 
tetal of such retirements has been | 
enormous in the last few months. 

In connection with the retirement 
of bonds, in many cases they are to 
be paid off from funds on hand. In 
others, there have been issues sold on 
interest rates of 5 per cent to 6 per 
cent and the proceeds of the new 
issues used to retire issues with in- 
terest rates of 7 per cent and & 
per cent. Many of the latter were 
sold during times of financial strin- 
gency in the last two years and had 
to be put out on the rathe~ adverse 
financing terms of that period. 

The advance in copper metal prices 
te over the 14 cent level is in line 
with the outlook for a much heavier 
demand for the metal in the next few 
months. Both at home and for ex- 
port, there are many signs that the 
consumers of copper have only small 
supplies on hand and still higher 
prices are to be expected in the next 
few months. 

As a result of the shortage of coal. 
the operations of many steel mills 
have been curtailed. Consumers have 
been takine deliveries as fast as they 
ean be made, however, and have been 
trying to get even more steel than is 
available for delivery. Prices have 
heen sending higher and as a result, 


| the steel companies have been relue- 


tart to accept orders for deliveries on 
definite dates. 

Virtually the entire cotton market 
had exnected a July 25 condition re- 
port of over 73, and many were ex- 
pecting over 74.

WASH BRYANT FREED 
ON HABEAS CORPUS 


Claims of Illegal Sentence 
Are Sustained by Judge 
Sibley. \ 


Wash Bryant, of the North Caro- 
lina hill country, was ordered dis- 


charged from the custody of \. arden 

E. Dyeche, of the United States 
penitentiary, and returned to the cus- 
tody of the United States marshal 
of the northern district of North Caro- 
lina Saturday, by Judge Samuel H. 


corpus proceedings, under which. the 
mountaineer claimed he was being il- 
legally deprived of his liberty. 

Bryant was represented at the hear- 
ing by Aldine Chambers, well-known 
Atlanta attorney. The contention of 
the petition presented Judge Sibley 
was that Bryant was serving a sen- 
tence of three years on charges for 
which the maximum sentence provided 
under the statutes was six months. 
He has served seven months. 

According .to the petition submitted 
by Mr. Chambers, Bryant was in- 
dicted on four counts by the federal 
grand jury in™ Raleigh, charged with 
violations of the Volstead act. Be- 
fore he was tried on the indictment, 
an “information” more commonly 
known as accusation, was sworn out, 
also containing four charges. From 
the transcript of evidence submitted 
with the petition, Bryant was con- 
victed and sentenced .for the offenses 
contained in the “information” rather 
than on the: indictments, the judge, 
in sentencing him, giving the penalty 
provided for a second offense. 

The contention of Attorney Cham- 
bers was to the effect that the judge 
erred in sentencing Bryant for a sec- 
ond offense, when in reality he could 
only be tried as for a misdemeanor on 
the accusations until after he had 
been convicted on the previous in- 
dictment. 

The case has attracted unusual in- 
terest among Atlanta lawyers in that 
it is the first one of its kind on 
record here. Mr. Chambers expressed 
the belief that Bryant would be re- 
leased by the court in North Caro- 
lina as he has already served more 
than the maximum sentence for the 
offense on which he was convicted.

New York, August 5—Wall street heard this week that a movement 
would be started in the very near future asking congress to make 
changes in the new Esch-Cummins transportation act, which would forti- 
fy the @ailroad labor board’s influence in preventing strikes. When the 
Esch-Cummins bill, which created the railroad labor board, became a law 
February 28, 1920, many people firmly believed that the disturbing rail- 
way strikes which had been occuring at regular intervals would be a 
thing of the past. That belief was held by many right up to July 1, when 
the shopmen went out on their strike. What changes can be made in 
the law to prevent strikes? 

Under the Esch-Cummins law, the railroad labor board has the 
power to investigate any controversy between railway managers and 
employees regarding wages, working conditions, etc. To get at the 
facts in such an investigation the law says that any member of the board 
“may require by subpoena, issued and signed by himself, the attendance 
of any witness and the production of any book, paper, document or other 


ing power to administer oaths.” The department of justice stands ready 
to serve the railroad labor board in thus getting at the facts. 
Board Has No Power. 

‘But when the facts are established and a decision reached the rail- 
road labor board has no power to enforce its decision. On this point 
all that the Esch-Cummins law says is: “All decisions of the labor board 
shall be entered upon the records of the board and copies thereof, to- 
gether with such statements of facts bearing thereon as the board may 
deem proper, shall be immediately communicated to the parties to the 
dispute ‘the president, each adjustment board, and the commission, and 
shall be given publicity in such manner as the labor board may de- 
termine.”

If the labor 
troubles are not quickly disposed of it will result in a shut-down of in- 
dustry and in unemployment that will undo all that has been accom- 
plished within the past nine months.“ And all to what purpose? That 
coal miners shall receive wages higher than the highest war wages and 
higher than the industry can stand, not from the standpoint of opera- 
tors’ profit’s, which are problematical, but from that of the consumer, 
who cannot pay more for fuel than he has been doing, and who, in fatt, 
cannot pay as much; that railway shopmen shall be allowed to retain 
their war wages when all others are falling, or in any event, that they 
be treated as if they had remained loyal to their employers while those 
who actually did so are displaced? 

These are questions that have a 
wider import than were disputes §e- 
tween employer and employee. That 
portion of the labor world which 
is insisting on these demands is im- 
perilling the welfare of that other 
portion that is contentedly and pros- | 
perously employed.

It is a subject upon which there 
should be. no legislative debate. It 
need not, in any sense, constime 
any of the legislative time. In the 
hands of a competent committee, 
the framing of the necessary bill 
would be the matter of only a few 
hours at most. Then the constitu- 
tional ballot—and there should not 
be one single vote against it. 

It is an important duty already 
too long delayéd, and the legisla- 
ture should lose no time in the 
performance of it.

Embittered by the unmistakably 


pronounced drift of American pub-

effect. — 

But he is wrong, first, in charging 
the defeat of Mr. Taft to the news- 
papers. In the second place, he is 
wrong in attributing newspaper op- 
position to the Taft campaign in 
1912 to petty motives of revenge. 

Mr. Taft, in 1912, represented the 
republican party. He was defeated, 
not by the neWspapers, but bya 
revulsion of public * sentiment 
against the measures and policies 
for which the republican“party, un- 
der his leadership, stood. 

The people were not against Taft 
in 1912, but they were against the 
republican party. 

Throughout his entire career in 
public life Taft has been personally 
popular with the people, as he is 
today. 

The people went against him ten 
years ago, many of them supporting 
the Bull Moose, but most of them 
lining up behind the democratic 
ticket, not because they did not 
like the genial Mr. Taft, but because 
they were opposed to republican re- 
actionaryism and the backward 
looking, interest-serving politicians 
with whom the president was sur- 
rounded during most of his admin 
istration. 

They were disappointed and dis- 
gusted with the record of the re 
publican congress; and they rele- 
gated Taft and his party to the dis-. 
card, not because of any particular 
act or measure, but because of the 
utter failure of the party to pro- 
duce results {n accordance with its 
campaign promises. 

Taft was defeated because he 
was a republican nominee, and be- 
eause he championed the cause of 
the republican party, and policies 
with which the masses were not in

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CIVIL RIGHTS FOR WOMEN. 

National discussion of the quali- 
fications of women for holding high 
political office, such as United 
States senator, lends peculiar in- 
terest to the proposal in Governor 
Hardwick’s special message to the 
legislature, that ordinary civil 
rights should no longer be withheld 
from women in this state.

THE SHELLEY TRIBUTES. 

The centenary of Shelley’s death 
was universally celebrated in song 
and prose appreciations, and some 
of the belated tributes that were 
crowded out at the immediate time 
are now appearing in literary 
weeklies and the daily press. 

And there is not one of them 
that we have seen but is notable 
and worthy of preservation by the 
world-lovers of Shelley’s song. 

But of all the Shelley apprecia- 
tions one turns again to the older 
and best of all—the thin, gray 
yolume of the late Francis Thomp- 
don—the poet of that wonderful 
poem, “The Hound of Heaven.” 

In this tribute—found among 
Thompson’s papers after his early 
death—_was the manuscript entitled 
“Shelley,” in which he said that 
Shelley was to the last what he had 
written of himself—‘“a tired child.” 

And here is Thompson’s wonder- 
ful word about him: 

“The universe is his box of toys. 
He dabbles his fingers in the day- 
fall. He is gold-dusty with 
fumbling amid the stars. He makes 
bright mischief with the moon, The 
meteors nuzzle their noses in his 
hand. He teases into growling the 
kenneled thunder and laughs at 
the shaking of its fiery chain. He 
dances in and out of the gates of 
heaven: its floor is littered with his 
proken fancies. He runs wild over 
the fields of Ether. He chases the 
rolling world.”

Surely, that boy is not that 
heartless—he is merely thoughtless.”

churches and all other worthy 
local institutions.”

That’s the lesson the youthful 
bird-vandals should take to heart 
and home—a lesson of pity for the 
birds. ‘ 

We owe them more than we can 
ever repay. They are more defend- 
ers than enemies of the orchards 
and growing crops that give the 
world its daily bread, and: by the 
blessing of God, the world owes 
even the birds a living! 

We have heard them singing 
around an empty nest, rifled by 
heedless hands. But ever’ there 
seemed to be something of heart- 
break in the song. They missed 
their little ones, and the fancy came 
that they were trying to sing them 
home. 

Who knows? There is sometimes 
more of what seems sorrow in a 
bird’s song than there is in a hu- 
man sigh. 

Spring and summer garland the 
earth with flowers, but flowers 
would lose half their charm were 
there no birds to sing in the blos- 
soms—to lighten “the cares that in- 
fest the day,” and fill the night with 
music.

“What we want the government to 
do is to let us alone; to let us settle 
this strike in our own way,” declared 
Mr. A. H. Smith, president of the 
New York Central railroad, gt the 
meeting of the railroad executives on 
last Tuesday. “Unless the govern- 
ment ceases its interference,” sajd he, 
“we will have a far worse strike on 
our hands.” General Manager BE. M 
Rine denounced the activities of the 
government as “meddling Washington 
politicians” and said: “If President 
Harding would keep hands off, the 
railroads can take care of themselves.” 
On the other hand, John J. Dowd, 
chairman of the central strike com- 
mittee, says: “We can force a com- 
promise on them in any open fight 
within five, weeks.” 

There they stand, railroad execu- 
tives and railroad employees, with 
guns drawn. The figure, indeed, is 
not strong enough They are not 
threatening to fight, they are fighting. 
Many people have already been killed 
and the destruction of property, the 
loss from deterioration of machinery 
and the idleness of workmen is sim- 
ply incalculable. - Directly and indi- 
rectly’ every man, woman and child 
in America is injured by thé continua- 
tion of this fight. When the presi- 
dent of the United States, the only 
representative which all the people 
have, attempts to make peace in the 
interest of civilization his efforts are 
characterized as “interference,” and 
he is termed “a meddlesome politi- 
cien.”” If let alone “the railroads can 
settle the strike in their own way.” 


-in any open fight.” 
The Real Issue. 

The merits of this fight—who be- 
gan it and the rights or wrongs of 
the issues joined—will be vitally 
interesting and important at another 


time, but for the present critical mo- 
ment I insist that they should be sub- 
ordinated to the great big question 
whether we are to settle industrial 
questions by force or by reason. If 
two men draw their guns on a crowd- 
ed street and begin firing they: are 
not. allowed to contifiue the fight to 
the jeopardy of the lives of passersby 
unti] an inquiry is made as to who is 
right and who is wrong. The safety 
of the public street demands that the 
fight be stopped by arresting both 


If we did 
not lack imagination, we would see 
at once that this dangerous street 
fight, magnified on an enormous and 
incaleulably costly scale, is just what 
we have been witnessing in the rail- 
way and mine strikes. 

But not only is there a war be- 
tween employers and employees. of 
these two great interests, but, as the 
fight goes on, the public takes sides, 


and. before we are aware of it the 
nation is lined up in a deadly class- 
conscious contest. We talk about the 
appeal to “public opinion” in these 
fights, and that “public sentiment” 
will see that justice is done. As a 
matter of fact, the so-called “public”

is not fitted to become the arbiter 


work, hours, etc. The publie is sup- 
ject to partisan propaganda of Doth 
sides and sensitive to the appeals of 
class sentiment and prejudice. Then, 
too, the public suffers so greatly fron 
a strike that we are all selfishly anx- 
ious to have it over with on any 
terms, without too carefully inquiring 
inte the justice of the decision. 
Significance of a Strike. 
We must face some fundamental 
facts. The strike labor’s ° only 
weapon of defense. and, in order to

cannot afford to allow other workmen 
to take their places. That is the 
open door for lawless violence. Ht is 
easy to answer here, “then let us out- 
law the strike.” To do that is. te 
place the employee absolutely at the 
merey of the employer. The employer 
owns the tools, the factories, the 
fields. No man can work save on 
his terms and on conditions dictated 
by him. Are we ready for a dicta- 
torship by the employer? On the 
other hand, if the strike method is 
successful, it is only a question of 
time when .labor .unions will abso- 
lutely control our nation, and men 
will only be allowed to do, business 
under conditiong and on terms dic- 
tated by labor councils. One of these 
two alternatives is the logical: mean- 
ing of those phrases 
against governmental “interference” 
and demand that “the railroads be al-

lowed to settle this strike,” and “we 
can force a compromise on them in 
any open fight.” 

It seems to me that there is a third 
alternative.

be peacefully settled by employer and 
employee must be carried. Many men 
object to the term “compulsory arbi- 
tration.” But that is just what all 
of the rest of us are compelled to sub- 
mit to, when we are forbidden to eet- 


interests by force. Ihave already 
seen the absurdity of a national! labor 
board, with “advisory powers,” ‘de- 
pendent only upon public opinion ‘to 
enforce its decisions. 
flouted 92 of its decisions, and then 
righteously protested when the labor 
unions refused to abide by its wage 
decision. 


Once again I propose a national in- 
dustrial court, before which all inter- 
state industrial questions 


tional labor unions so that they mar 
be held responsible. For intra-state 
issues there should he industrial 
courts. When this is done, and em- 
ployer and employee, whether as cor- 
porations, unions, or _ individuals, 
come under governmental jurisdiction 
and have the right of appeal for all 
their grievances, then the strike 
should be outlawed.

Raising Swine in Georgia 


BY MARTIN V. CALVIN 
Statistician Georgia Department of Agriculture 


A number of times a month, in- 
quiries come to the Georgia depart- 
ment of agriculture as to the adapta- 
bility of the séveral sections of this 
state to swine. Can swine be prof- 


itably raised in Georgia? All such 
inquiries find their way to my desk. 


I give each and all of them prompt 
detailed attention. The work af- 
fords me great pleasure. I am con- 
tinually drawing 
stock of knowledge—dividing it out. 
The more I give the more I have. It 
is not a case of the more you put 
down the less you take up! 

Two-thirds of the people are de- 
pendent on the other third. This is 
true, viewed from whatever standpoint 
you may choose. Two-thirds of the 
people flatter themselves with a be- 
lief that to rent a home is cheaper 
than to own a home and pay taxes 
and insurance on it, and keep it in 
good repair. And yet, every seven 
to ten years, they pay in rent a total 
sum of money that would have pro- 
vided and would now provide, them 
with an attractive home. 

Two-thirds of the people are lack- 
ing in courage when a new depart- 
ture is suggested by crippling condi- 
tions along a number of lines. if 
one suggests to a farmer that there 
is money in swine, he shakes his 
head: fot the reason that instantly dif- 
ficulties loom up. First, there comes 
up the necessity of attention to the 
stock, diseases which may attack the 
animals, ete. In a large number of 
instances such man, clever as he gen- 
erally is, will be indisposed to insti- 
tute inquiry as to the degree of suc- 
cess that has crowned the well-di- 
rected efforts of other farmers 
this branch of farm endeavor. The 
record I am placing before you shows 
there is money in raising swine. 

The specific purpose back of this 
corresporidence is, to give informa- 
tion, jst as réliable as it is pussi- 


ble to make it, on farm topics and on 
cognate subjects—information that 
will lend encouragement by directing 
attention to authorized facts which

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’ Success of Conference ~ 
Hangs on Settlement 
Ot German Reparations 


Lloyd George Will Try to Make Things 


Easier for Germany and at Same Time 
Work Out Salvation of France—Many 
Other Problems May Come Up. 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS. 
Washington, August 6.—Poincare and Lloyd George will meet Mon- 


day in London in a momentous conference. 


Writing, therefore, in ad- 


vance, it is only possible to discuss in the rough some of the issues 
which will confront this new London gathering. | 

Certain of these issues—all of-them, in fact, which affect Germany 
and the application of the treaty of Versailles—are familiar to the whole 
world. We know pretty clearly that the conference of London will suc- 
ceed or fail as its labors affect the present Anglo-French debate over 
all German problems. Generally speaking the real test is whether, in 
‘ return for the cancellation of the French debt to Great Britain, France 
will consent to modify its demands upon Germany. 


’ All Conferences 
Trading Affairs. 

All international conferences are no 
more nor less:than trading affairs. 
Most but not all Americans appreci- 
ated this fact keenly before the Wash 
ington conference had finished its 
labors. The British came here to 
make the best bargain they could in 
the face of a nayal competition which 
they could not sustain. The Japan- 
ese, in a similar position, were pre- 
pared to amend their naval program 
provided they eould impose terms 
upon us which would make it im- 
possible for us to act without fleet 
beyond Hawaii. We wanted to get 
rid of a naval program which was 
tremendously expensive and did not 
conform to any national policy. 

At Washington we had the whip 
hand because it lay within our re- 
sources to construct a navy which 
would be supreme. We were in a 
position to ask a price from all com- 
ers on that accourt. The British, on 
the other hand, had to exchange a 
traditional supremacy of the seas and 
a peril of an American-Japanese war, 
if some “settlement were not made. 
What the British sought was to sell 
us their Anglo-Japanese alliance and 
their traditional naval supremacy for 
an agreement of naval equality plus 
some sort of international arrange- 
ment as close to an alliance as could 
be put over.

French a cancellation of a debt of 
upwards of $3,000,000,000 for French 
agreement to a reduction of the Ger- 
man indemnity, not necessarily by 
same amount but by at least as much. 
They can, also, offer the French some 
form of military guarantee against 
any fresh German aggression. Be- 
yond this they can also promise their 
assistance in the flotation of any in- 
ternational loan to aid France. 

Now what do the British want in 
return, for they are certainly out for 
a bargain and are the shrewdest in- 
ternational bargainers in the world, as 
Washington and Paris both demon- 
strated. In substance*they want the 
German indemnity reduced by from 
a half to two thirds. They are pre- 
pared to cancel their share, or even, 
under certain circumstances, to turn 
it over to France, provided the French 
agree that the total of reparations 
shall be brought down to something 
like $12,500,000,000, the figure of the 
American experts at the Paris con- 
ference. : 

What they aim at is the cancella- 
tion of all debts between the allied 
nations in Europe, which means in 
practice the reduction of the total of 
German reparations by $7,000,000,000, 
the further reduction by a similar 
elimination of the British share, Then 
they want the evacuation of German 
territory by allied troops and the flo- 
tation of an international loan made 
to Germany but with the proceeds to 
he divided between the French and 
the Germans. Once the loan is made 
the German case passes into the hands 
of an international committee; once 
the French begin to be paid the danger 
of French intervention ‘by force dis- 
appears. 

Now what do the French want? 
First of all, money. France has spent 
between $7,000,000,000 and $8,000,- 
000,000 on reconstruction and war 
pensions and is carrying this item 
on her books as a loan to Germany, 
that is as something ultimately to 
he eliminated by German payment. If 
Germany does not pay and if pay- 
ments at least of the interest on this 


reconstruction, her debts to Great 
Britain and to .the United States 
and the Treaty of Versailles fixed 
her share of reparations at a sum 
whieh, if paid, would do this. 


French Cards 
At Conference. 


The French card in the game is 
the legal right bestowed by the treaty 
of Versailles and the reparationg de- 
cisions to some $17,000,000,000. The 
treaty cannot be modified unless she 
agrees and if Germany fails to pay 
the French have the right, although 
it is questioned by the British, to act 
against Germany. In any event they 
assert the right and possess the pow- 
er. Unless the. French consent there 
can be no reduction of reparations 
and in the near future a German 
collapse—and for that matter a 
French and Italian fiscal collapse are 
inevitable. But ,unlesgs France can 
raise money by selling her power of 
veto, the French collapse is assured, 
and Giolitti has just told us the Ital- 
ian bankruptcy is approaching un- 
mistakably. 

The French are prepared to reduce 
their claims upon Germany, since they 
perceive Germany cannot pay, or cun- 
not be made to pay, all that the treu- 
ty calls for. But they are not ready 
to reduce their claims beyond the 
point at which their expenditures for 
reconstructions to date and their ob- 
ligations to Britain’ and the United 
States are reached. Now the sum 
of these items is above $14,000,000,- 
.. A cancellation by Britain of 
her claim upon France would reduce 


this, with the Belgian claims, is above 
the total now regarded as possible, ' 

As to the matter of reductien of 
armaments and evacuation of (ver- 
many, in view of the present temper 
of the Germans both seem to the 
French impossible unless there is a 
definite military treaty of alliance 
between France and Great Britain, 
as there is now between France and 
Belguim, between France and Po- 
land—and possibly between France 
and other central European states. 

The difficulty with all previous at- 
tempts to reach‘any settlement of the 
German problem has lain in the fact 
that it has been complicated by Lloyd 
George's grandiose scheme for a gen- 
eral European settlement. He has 
not warted to make a separate alli- 
ance, he has sougnt a pan-European 
agreement and the French have stead- 
ily refused to have their special sit- 
uation confused by the intermingling 
of the general situation and an un- 
derstanding with Britain watered 
down by the participation of a dozen 
or two of other states. 

On the other hand, the recent con- 
sent of Germany to permit allied su- 
pervision of her finances represents 
the first tangible evidence of prog- 
ress in all the negotiations of recent 
months. It gives the allies, at last, 
some definite megns of exercising con- 
trol, indirectly but nevertheless effec- 
tively, for if Germany refuses to ac- 
cept advice based upon. accurate 
knowledge, then she becomes at once 
liable to adverse disciplinary action 
by all the allied states. 

The question of whether Germany 
can or cannot meet a specific pay- 
ment is not then left to be determined 
as the immediate interests of a éred- 
itor nation is concerned. The need 
the British have of the German mar- 
ket does not, as it has in the past, 
determine the justice of German claim 
for a moratorium, when you have 
this supervision. The refusal of Ger- 
many to do what the allied super- 
visors recommend cannot be taken as 
a mere partial interpretation of Ger- 
man conditions to suit their fancies 
by the French military group, assum- 
ing such a group exists. In a word, 
this step tends largely to get repara- 
tions out of politics,

Here she encounters 
French opposition again, founded en 
a not unfair interpretation of the con- 
temporary temper ef the Germans. 
Since the French veto is sufficient to 
forbid, this is another thing Lioyd 
George must pay for. 


Nations Near 
Fiscal Bankruptcy. 

I assume, from all that reaches me 
from Paris, that the mass of the 
French people have accepted the fact 
that the only solution of the existing 
situation is an international ioan and 
that no loan is possible until repara- 
tions have been reduced. But the 
French, while accepting this fact are 
unwilling that Germany should be 
saved, while France is- left to col- 
lapse, and France is fiscally bankrupt 


if Germun reparations are reduced 
beyond a certain point while allied 
claims against France are maintained. 


The bottom facc, of course, is that 
France, Italy and. even Belgium are 
within two steps of fiscal bankruptcy. 
Italy is probably, to take Giolitti’s 
statement at its face value, beyond 
salvation. Recent letters from Paris 
leave the impression that there_is gen- 
eral expectation there that a similar 
crash is in sight, Belgium; - little 
better off, would of course, zo down 
in apy general collapse. 

The French are ready to accept 
any solution of the German problem 
which carries with it their own sgal- 
vation, but if they are to go down, 
they mean that Germany shall go 
down too, because their own ruin is 
the direct consequence of the westruc- 
tions done in France by Germany's 
army and so far totally unpaid for. 


The whole reparations yroblem is 
there, it has been there from the be- 
ginning ; the success or failure of Lon- 
don will turn on whether’ Lloyd 
George can find a method of saving 
Germany financially and ecouomical- 
ly, which as its immediate  conse- 
quenee saves France. - If he fails, 
then the French will certainly go 
broke, but their collapse will be pre- 
ceded by a German collapse which will 
be political even before it is economic. 


But the German question is onlp 
one of many which have to be faved 
at London. From the Straits of Gi- 
braltar to the Golden Horn, British. 
French and Italian interests are in- 
extricably entangled. France is open- 
ly backing the Turk against the 
Greek, who is the soldier of Great 
Britain. ltaly is quarrelling with 
Greeks in the Aegean, with the Egyp- 
tians on the Tripolitam frontier and 
is seeking to obtain a right ta partici- 
pate in the Anglo-Spanish, French 
dispute over Tangier. 

Actually the Greco-Turkish war’ is 
still in progress: the fighting bhe- 
tween soldiers seems more or less 
interrupted but thousands of Greeks 
are being massacred from. I'rebizond 
to Adana and‘a similar fate is again 
overtaking Armenians. In Paris, ia 
March, the British, French and Ital- 
lans drew up an agreement for a 
truce and settlement which they 
served upon the belligerents. It toak 
territory in Thrace from Greece and 
gave it to Turkey and called for the 
evacuation by the Greeks of Asia 
Minor with Smyrna-included. But the 
Turks would not accept it because it 
did not give them Adrianople, while 
the Greeks refused* to turn over the 
Greeks of Smyrna to certain extermi- 
nation following x Turkish return. 

The Greeks, moreover, are in 
Smyrna, (which is a Greek town by 
population and has been so for a mat- 
ter of some 25 centuries) because 
the British urged them to go there to 
forestall an Italian occupation’ some 
two or three-years ago. As a conse- 
quence of accepting British advice. 
which was welcome enough, of course, 
Greece has fought another war and if 
she has now to lose that war, Con- 
staniine will probably lose his 
throne. 

But the Italians and the French, 
at odds on all else, agree in wanting 
Greek aspirations blocked. The 
French, because they see in.the Greek 
the soldier of Britain and jn Greek 
mastery of the Dardanelles British 
supremacy. at Constantinople. The 
Italians, on their side, see the Greek 
as their future dangerous commercial 
rival in all of the Near East and 
therefore, have solidly opposed all 
Greek expansion fr the past 10 
years, that is, ever since. the first 
Balkan war. 

As between the Italians and the 
Egyptians the issue turns upon the 
possession of a bay on the Tripolitan 
frontier and the oasis further inland, 
whieh is the headquarters of the Sen- 
ussi. The British show every sign.of 
sympathy with the Italian claims 
which are founded upon some real or 
imaginary war-promise, but hold 
themselves powerless since they have 
recently turned over Egyptian control 
to the Egyptians, who have both po- 
litical and religious reasons for oppos- 
ing Italian aspirations. Add to this 
detail a quarrel between the British 
and the Ttalians over certain matters 
in the British mandate of Palestine 


\gand it will be seen that relations even 
among friends are a bit complicated. 


Italy at Odds * 
With Former Allies. 


| Im point of fact it is the recent 
| failure of the Italian cabinet, repre- 
sented in several London conferences 
as it was at Washington by Schan- 
zer, to get anything material from the 
British, which Mm part explains the 
recent fall of the Facta cabinet. Italy 
has steadily supported Britain in all 
international conferences for many 
months, but so far the Italians feel 
they have received no commensurate 
reward. 


Italian disappointment and resent- 
(ment at British treatwent, however, 
dv not weigh by comparison with 
italian anger at the French. — Indeed, 
the dominant emotion in the Penin- 
sula today is one of hostility to 
France which shows itself at every 
turn. At London, Italy will doubt- 
less ask for a cancellation of her debt 
to Britain and agree to cancel her 
share of German reparations, since 
bothgare patently book affairs. But 
even if this be the sum of her gains 
she will probably support Britain 
against France. 

Americans will find it. rather hard 
to explain the Franco-Italian ani- 
raosity, which is largely on the Ital- 
ian side, but, while it has recent 
events, (notably Clemenceau’s atti- 
tude at the Paris conference) to ex- 
plain it, in the main it is due to a 
jealousy. growjng out of race relation- 
ship. Italy has now a population 
larger than France, but she has been 
distanced by France in the aquisition 
of North African colonies and has 
been unable to play a part in recent 
European affairs, anything like as 
conspicuous as that of France. 

Today, France, in association with 
Poland and the Little Entente has 
a great if not a dominant position on 
the continent. ~Not only is this gal) 
and wormword to the Italians but 
French association with the Little 
Entente gives strength and aid to 
Jugo-Slavia, which is viewed by Ital- 
ians as an ultimate rival on the Ad- 
riatie. Italian efforts to build a 
counter association of nations with 
Hungary and Bulgaria has failed and 
weakened Italy still further in the 
Danube: countries. Some day the 
Ttalians will have to face a Greco-Sla¢ 
combination in the Adriatic and the 
Acgean, and the prospect is not pleas- 
ing. 

The question of Tangiers is more 
complicated than important. Wher 
Morocco was divided between Spain 
and France, following the Agadir affair 
of 1911, and as an ultimate conse- 
quence of tke Anglo-French Entente 
of 1904, Tangiers and a little area 
about it was held as an international 
territory. -This was' due to British 
reluctance to permit any European 
power to hold the shcre of the strait 
facing Gibraltar. The arrangement 
worked badly; during the world war 
the Germans used the town as a base 
for operations and it was finally 
seized by an allied force and the 
Germans were abolished. 

But Tangiers is the natural port 
of Morocco, of the capital, and mucb 
of the northern area. It is, moreover 
the starting place for the French 
Trans-African railway of the future. 
Today the French have transformed 
Casablanca, swhich was a wretched 
Arab village ten years ago, into a 
modern port with 50.000 European 
inhabitants and railways and docks, 
but to eomplete their Moroccan es- 
tate they naturally aspire to acquire 
Tangiers. 

Such claims not only offend the 
British, but rouse the Spanish, in 
whose Moreccan sphere Tangiers in 
only an enclave. Yet the Spanish 
have been involved for several years 
in a terribly expensive and unsuccess- 
ful war with the natives in their 
share and can obviously do nothing to 
develop Tangiers, ever should they 
acquire it. Franco-Spanish relations 
have been uncomfortable for several 
vears, however, as a result of this 
dispute, and the French continue to 
press their, claim, which, given their 
submarine stand at Washington, 
unlikely to enlist British support. _ 

Meantime Tangiers has given rise 
to a new Franco-Itaiian incident be- 
cause, when the question of the set- 
tlement of this Mispute between the 
French, British and Spanish came up, 
recently, the Italiars asked to be al- 
lowed to sit in and the French at once 
vetoed this proposal, insisting that 
Italy had agreed to etface herself in 
Morocco, in return for similar French 
policy in Tripoli. Of course, if the 
Italians did come in they would op- 
pose the French and not impossibly 
suggest Italian possession as a Way 
out of the present deadlock.

Yet Italy has been blocked in all 
directions. In Africa, France has ac- 
quired Tunis, Algeria and Morocco, 
and the great ports from Tunis to 
Oran, including the natura! naval 
base of Bizerta, have escaped her. 
Only Tripoli, which has little present 
and no great future value has come to 
her as her share of the liquidation 
in North Africa. Egyrt, escaped from 
British sovereignty but still under 
British protection, is a closed land. 
Still to the east, Britain has taken 
Palestine, ard France Syria, while 
Italy has been forced by the peril of 
a war with the Turks to evacuate 
her sphere of interest on the Meander 
and about the Gulf of Adalia.

Whether eastern European problems 
and particularly Polish (this is, the 
question of Vilna and eastern Galicia) 
will be raised at London is a matter 
of speculation. If Lloyd George clings 
to his desire for a general settlement, 
then Polish and Rumanian issues may 
be discussed, but remembering his 
e perience with the little entente in 
Genoa, Lloyd George may wel] seek to 
avoid complications. 

Since 1904, when France and Brit- 
ain made their great settlement which | 
led to the entente and, indirectly, per- 
haps to the world war, as a conse- 
quence of German reactions to Anglo- 
French friendship, there has been 
nothing which so much suggests a 


countries as the present conference of 
Iwndon.

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BETTER FILMS 


Information of interest to the Bet- 
ter Films committee, of Atlanta, and 
to similar committees in other sec- 
tions of Georgia is.contained in the 
following excerpts gathered from a 
recent issue of “Film *Progress,” the 
official organ of the National. Commit- 
tee for Better Films: 


The Cleveland Cinema club ~ has 
carefully ‘investigated the interest in 


+better motion pictures throughout the 


state and has decided that a far more 
effective institute on “better pictures 
may be held in the early fall, rather 
than in June-as was. first contem- 
plated. Plans are under way for a 
gmat, gathering of better films work- 
ers at the end of the summer vacation 
period... Mrs. Elmer.G. Derr, presi- 


president, attended the convention in 
Washington ‘of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners’ association in May. 
They brought to this:convention the 
point of view of the intelligent public 
and gathered many impressions ‘of 
the complexities of the industry. and 
of the earnestness of the theater own- 
ers. Mrs. Derr presented an effective 
address at the convention and‘ was 
enthusiastically received. 
The Cleveland Theater Survey. | 
A threefold survey has been con- 
ducted in Cleveland and the sazgeuns- 
ing towns during March and “Aprilh 
1922, namely, for the Cinema. club, 
the Better Business Commissiog and 
the Better Films Council. The ob- 
jects were to discover the attendance 
of children, the character of the pro- 
gram, the truthfulness of poster ailver- 
tising, and the general conditions sucb 
as vaudeville. It was found that 93 
theaters out of a total of 170° were 
open in the city. Sixty-seven théaters 
were visited at 97 performances, The 


‘pictures seen were tabulated as fol- 


lows: 11 artistic, 8 uplifting, 55 enter- 
taining, 5 trash, and 7 harmful: Of 
‘the comedies, 21 were good, 30 fair, 
and 8 bad. Reports were also received 
on posters, lighting and _ ventilation 
In 26 theaters there was other -en- 
tertaimment and in 10 there -was 
vaudeville of .which 10 per cent’ Was 
regarded as containing suggestive 
lines or openly vulgar. 

Mrs. Derr, of. the. Cleveland Cinema 
club, states: ‘From this general study 
of the character of motion . picture 
films in Cleveland and northerftt Ohio 
it will be seen that they are on the 
whole good and that conditions are 
improving. ‘There is evidence on.the 
part of the .exhibitor to.attract the 
public by long programs, introducing 
other forms of entertainment in addi- 
tion to films, and a somewhat in- 
creased .effort to. attract . children 
through contests, prizes, etc., all of

What the Openings Are 


For Singe 


rs in Concert 


What is the chance for the young 
singer with lyceum or concert bu- 
reaus? Is it easy to get engagements, 
or hard? Do they pay well? and 
what tests must singers stand? How 
much must they know? 

These were some of the questions 


put to Miss Margaret Hecht, promi- 
nent Atlanta teacher of voice, who 
went to Chicago recently to consult 
with managers of bureaus, and to get 
such information for the benefit of 
pupils, with whom the necessity to 
make a living requires that they must 
know as far in advance as possible how 
they can secure for themselves. en- 
gagement or positions that give them 
some assurance of making their voices 


pay. 

Miss Hecht was graciously willing 
to answer these questions, and thus to 
give out through this — any 
hints she had secured that would be 
generally helpful. 

“One of the first things I found 
out,” said Miss Hecht, “‘is that engage- 
- ments for lyceum work must be made 
a year in advance. In the summer and 
fall, the managers are filling their 
lists for the next fall. 


Must Deliver Goods. 


“Another thing Is that it does not! 
make any difference where the singer 
comes from—New York or Atlanta, 
Boston or Memphis, and it doesn’t 
make any difference who the singer’s 
‘teacher is. The manager does not ask 
either. He tells the candidate to sing, 
and if she can deliver the goods, then 
he will talk to her about the future. 

“It wags not difficult to get informa- 
tion as to the agencies which are trust- 
worthy and those which were not. I 
merely asked the manager of one of 
the best known and most reliable, and 
without any ado he gave me a list 
of bureaus, on which he marked those 
which can or must be bought. The 
price is a certain amount in money, 
$300 or $400, perhaps, for which he 
will place the candidate on some tour, 
or it may be a pledge from the singer 
to take lessons from teachers proposed 
by the bureau, in which tase the singer 
will be ‘guaranteed’ certain appear- 
ances or engagements, 

“There was practically no work 
open this*summer. ‘Everything was 
overcrowded, although the Patent 
Whitney, who accompanied me, were 
made a good offer for 59 weeks, of one 
act of opera in vaudeville to present 
things people know, like Vissi d’Art, 
from Tosca, or the aria from “Butter- 
_ fly,” or the duet from “Barcarolle,” 

“If singers go there in the fall, how- 
ever, and stand the test, there will be 
some openings in concerts with wom- 
en's clubs or music clubs, and in cab- 
arets and movies. 

“I was very much amused at the 
kind of song which is being sung in 
the better class cabdret, like the Ter- 
race Gardens. The popular taste has 
certainly gone squarely back to the 
.sentimental, when ‘Song of My Soul’ 
must be revived, and ‘Mother Ma- 
chree’ is a popular cabaret selection. 


a Lack of paration. 

I was not surprised to find from 
the managers I met, both of concert 
courses and of operas, that the big 
trouble in securing engagements is 
that the candidate comes unprepared 
in the basic requirements for satisfac- 
tory work. They must know. lan- 

ages, theory, the piano, sight read- 
ing, etc., to take worth-while positions 
in the musical world. I was amused 
when one manager said to me in al- 
most the same words I use to my own 
pupils, ‘Why do atl women singers 
— to opera when they haven’t the 
voice, the temperament, the appear- 
ance, the physical endurance? hy 
don’t you teachers tell your pupils the 
truth and spare them the disillusion 
that must come to so many after! 
they have spent their money and think 
to become stars overnight?’ 

“He did not know how I drum into 
my pupils jus@® these things. It is 
doubly difficult to convinoe pupils 
when wnscrupulous teachers are al- 
ways at hand to tell them what won- 
derful talent they have for opera, 
and that with a year’s training under 
those particular teachers they can 
guarantee the pupil an engagement 
with the Metropolitan. On the con- 
trary, it takes money and many years 
of preparation as well as a tremen- 
(ous spirit of self-abnegation to at- 
tain to the requisite ability. 

“The teachers, too, commercialize 
too much. If they have at heart, 
instead of exploiting themselves and 
their pupils, the constructive ambi- 
tion to develop artists, I believe they

The second greatest gospel in the 
world is what Mrs. Daisy _E. Bag- 
well calls life insurance, and per- 
haps it is because she feels so in- 
tensely the welfare feature of her 
work that she makes such a success 
of it. 

In the insurance year just ending 
she led the state of Georgia in the 
sale of life insurance for the North- 
western Mutual Life of Milwaukee. 
She made what ‘her company calls

Mrs. Bagwell is a graduate of Ohio 
Wesleyan University, of Delaware, 
Ohio, and came to Atlanta first as 
general secretary of the Y. W. C. A., 
in which position she remained until 
ber marriage. She has been an in- 
surance agent only three years.

It was the only wealth which these hap- 
less folk who had once been so grand could 
carry with them from the great estates 
which they left to Le trampled under the 
ruthless feet of surging revolutionists.

places where I, my mortal self, might not 
climb. 

My thoughts were rescued from Olym- 
pus’ snow cap by a cry at my elbow. A 
little boy with “ig brown eyes stood near 
and he looked at me and tmmediately I 
felt quite helpless in spite of my recent de- 
cision concerning gods and such. 

“What's the matter, son?” I said, in my 
not so excellent French. 

“They took my dog,” he answered in 
German. | 

“He speaks Germ: but no English,” 
said a woman who stepped forward to take 
him by the hand. She also spoke in 
French, but her words made me know 
that she felt that as a speaker of French 
I might do better in English. 

“IT am a Greek, but I married a Russian. 
We flee from Odessa to my people in Ath- 
ens,” said the woman. “The bolsheviki 
took his dog. That is why he cries.” 

They were well dressed. 

I had just come from Salonika, where 
the first of the Russian refugees had come 
in to be housed in the soldiers’ quarters on 
the hillsides. Salonika, itself, it will be 
recalled, was-burned out in a great fire 
auring th years of the war and many of 
its inhabitants were camping out on the 
hillsides because quarters as yet had not 
been rebuilt for them in the city. And 


now came these boatloads of refugees from 
Russia. They were ragged and penniless: 
They had traveled tar afoot and had been 
rescued by foreign ships to relieve the 
congestion about Constantinople. 


I remarked to the mother on the boat 
that they seemed more fortunate than 
many I had seen. ' 

“Yes,” she said, ““‘we have clothes on our 
backs. I also have jewels.” 

Then she told me that on the morning 
they took the boat they were driven from 
their home and business in Odessa. The 
reds had dragged them forth and had car- 
ried off their rugs, draperies and fine 
pieces of art. She had escaped with er 
husband, the boy and the jewels. 

I felt quite sorry for the boy who had 
lost his dog, but I had heard the story of 
the flight and the jewels so often in Bel- 
grade, where I had spent many weeks in 
the winter of 1919, that it did not move me 
at the time as it moves me now merely to 
recall it. The pain in her eyes. I could 
not decide whether it added to or took from 
the beauty of the Isles of Greece. 


HAD been in Belgrade when one of the 
I Russian princesses arrived on a refugee 
train. She wore a magnificent fur coat, 
but her toes came through the shoes on 
her feet. 


“I have them here,” I heard her say to 
the proprietor of the Moscova hotel. (I 


*was there for tea and having arrived from 


the railway station I had come in through 
the lobby instead of by the big cafe en- 
trance). “I will pay you in jewels. See, 
here is a nice one. You shall say what it 
is worth.” 

The gentleman with me, who.understood 
Russian, told me what her words meant. 
And I could see that she drew a little 
chamois bag from about her neck and dis- 
played a sparkling ruby encircled with 
diamonds. 

The cloak and the jewels. They were all 
she had. And Belgrade was itself so strip- 
ped of the commodities of life that though 
she had money she might not buy what 
her needs called for. And Belgrade was 
so stricken with povefty that her precious 
jewels availed her rot so very much. 

Later | learned that the princess whose 
toes came through the shoes on her feet 
as she walked through the snow of Bel- 
grade, had risked much in order to save 
her jewels from the prying eyes and the 
grasping fingers of t*.e bolsheviki. With 
the jewels hid in her hair she sneaked out 
through the darkness and had gone afoot 
through the sentry lines, hiding in clumps 
of bushes to avoid the search for her treas- 
ures. ‘ 
Thus many jewels were brought out of 
Russia and used to keep from starving 
those of the nobility who escaped with 
their lives. 

One warm day in Paris several months 
later, I sauntered along the Rue de ‘a 
Paix, that wonder street of perfumes ana 
diamonds. In front of M. Verier’s shop 1 
saw a woman in a great min. cloak. Be- 
fore my mind flashed the scene at the 
cesk in the little lobby of the Moscova 
hotel in Belgrade. 

It was the same Russian princess. 

“Ah, it is the priucess,’ said my com- 
panion, an Englishwoman who lived with 
a Russian refugee family that had taken 
an apartment up behind the Place Trinite. 

The two spoke in Russian for a few mo- 
ments. Then I was introduced and included 
in a conversation which played hopscotch 
with French, English and Russian, of which 
I understand a word now and again, be- 
cause I had lived for a time in Serbia.

‘Admiring Women.Pelt With Roses Convict Recaptured After Man-Hunt Unique in Prison Annals of Eng- 
land—Sympathizers Leave Food and Money at Disposal of Fairbanks of Underworld Who Dug 
Through-Wall of Cell and Baffled Army of Pursuers for Twelve Exciting Days. 


Wandsworth jail, one of the largest and strongest in London. It 


was through a barred window, forty feet above the ground, in its hospital section that 


Ronald McKinnon made his sensational getaway. 
to escape from Wandsworth in twenty-five years.

W of the most sensational 
escapes from prison on record in 
England were effected recently 
within three days of each othef. 
One of these exploits bears a 


striking. resemblance to that of 


Alexander Dumas’ magical hero, 
Edmond Dantes, whose escape from the 
Chateau d'If is one of the classics of fic- 
tion; and neither of them suffers by com- 
parison with the famous get-away de- 
scribed in the pages of “Monte Cristo.” 

Both of the men who thus wriggled out 
of the hands of justice are hard cases— 
one is a burglar and the other a thief— 
but the pluck, resource and indomitability 
which each displayed has turned them 
into popular heroes. So much so that 
when one of them was recaptured the other 
day, at the end of as extraordinary a man- 
hunt as any that these islands have wit- 
nessed in modern times, he was pelted with 
roses by admiring women while being 
haled back to durance vile. 

One of the two scamps whose feats of 
prison-breaking have thus compelled the 
admiration of all England is a convict, Ar- 
thur Conmy, who escaped from Parkhurst 
prison, in the Isle of Wight, by emulating 
Monte Cristo’s feat of digging through the 
solid wall of his cell. The other runaway, 
Renald McKinnon, who was serving a 
twenty-one months’ sentence in Wands- 
worth Gaol, London, regained his liberty 
by squeezing between two iron window 
bars, barely seven inches apart, descend- 
ing a forty-foot wall and then, with amaz- 
ing ingenuity, negotiating the 18-foot outer 
wall of the jail from which he is the first 
prisoner to escape in twenty-five years. 

It was Conmy, the fugitive from Park- 
hurst prison, who was recaptured the other 
day after enjoying twelve days of liberty 
in spite of the fact that his hiding place 
was known and that a big force of police, 
prison warders and amateur man-hunters 
was looking for him, day and night. Ro- 
nald McKinnon, who, by a queer coinci- 
dence, made his get-away from Wands- 
worth Gaol exactly three days after Conmy 
beat it out of Parkhurst, is still, three 
weeks later, at liberty, and the prison au- 
thorities admit that they now have small 
hopes of recapturing him. The British 
public, with its strong sporting instinct, 
will be disappointed if they do, for if ever 
an escaped prisoner earned his tiberty, Mc- 
Kinnon surely has. 

It is hard to say which of these two 
almost simultaneous exploits in prison- 
breaking is the more striking.’ As the 
Parkhurst’s man’s, however, with its sur- 
prising sequel, has attracted the more at- 
tention, it is as well to tell about it first. 


~~. undergoing the punishment that 
is meted out to convicts who try to 
escape and fail, Arthur Conmy is a prod- 
uct of Yerkshire and is only 23 years old. 
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Still. at liberiy, he isthe first prisoner 


Burglary is his particular line and, as he 
recently demonstrated while being chased 
in the Isle of Wight, he has little or noth- 
ing to learn in thi6 direction from any prox 
fessional house-breaker in England. It was 
for indulging in a series of daring bur- 
glaries in Leeds, while he was a prisoner 
out on license, that he was sentenced, some 
fifteen months ago, to ten years penal 
servitude. He is a small man, not much 
more than five feet two in height, but 
Douglas Fairbanks has not much on him 
when it comes to athietic stunts, and he 
can run like a hare. His original capture 
was a job that the Leeds police will remem- 
ber all their lives. For three weeks they 
were chasing him and only got him at the 
finish by driving him, after pretty nearly 
drowning him with firehose, on to the roof 
of a house in which he had taken refuge. 


Get him they did eventually, however, 
and Conmy, having been given ten years 
“penal,’ was taken to the Isle of Wight 
and lodged in Parkhurst prison, which is 
one of the biggest and strongest in. Great 
Britain. The convicts who have succeed- 
ed in getting out of it can be numbered 
on the fingers of one’s hands and until 
Arthur Conmy established a new and daz- 
zling record no one of them had remained 
at large for more than three or four days. 

No sooner was Conmy inside Parkhurst 


than he made up his mind to be outside 


at the earliest moment that he could con- 
trive. During many sleepless hours on 
the narrow plank bed in his cell he turned 
over scheme after scheme, finally decid- 
ing that there was for him only one fea- 
sible one. -Whether or not this crook had 
read “The Count of Monte Cristo” or seen 
the American film version of Duma’s mas- 
terpiece -that ran its serial course over 
here some time ago has not been disclosgd, 
but the way that he finally chose was that 
of Edmond Dantes, namely, to provide him- 
self with a means of exit by making a hole 
in the solid brick wall of his cell. 

The prisoner of the Chateau d’If, you wiil 
remember, possessed hi.nself of a tool with 
which to attack the mortar around the 
stones that composed the wall of his dun- 
geon by breaking his earthware water bot- 
tle and managing to keep one of the sharp 
fragments. Conmy, after trying in vain for 
weeks on end, managed to steal a fork from 
the prison kitchen, and with this as his 
only tool started on the gigantic task of 
digging his way toward freedom. 

Patience and doggedness he must have 
in plenty. During the dark and silent 
hours of each night he picked away with 
his fork with tireless energy, and before 
daybreak every morning a little pile of 
powdered mortar had been pried from be- 
tween the bricks of his cell wall. This 
ever-accumulating mortar Conmy hid un- 
der the floor of his cell; the gaps in the 
wall that were left this resourceful scamp 
plugged up with pulped bread, rubbed in 
the dust. Night after night for seven solid 


months he went patiently on with his work. 
At the end of that time he had made a 
hole in the cell wall over two and a half 
feet in width and everything was ready 
for his get-away as soon as the time was 
ripe for it. 


HE night he chose was that of a day of 

fog mixed with rain, a day that damp- 
ed the spirits of everybody on the island 
except Conmy, who thanked the elements 
for aiding and abeiting him. After dark- 
ness had fallen and the warder had paid 
his final visit to the cell; Conmy got busy. 
He took the loosened bricks out of the 
wall and arranged them in his bed in simu- 
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An Edmond Dantes in real life—Arthur 
Conmy, who escaped from Parkhurst prison in the 
Isle of Wight, by making a hole through the solid 
brick wall of his cell. Nightly for seven solid months 
he chipped away at the mortar between the bricks 
with a fork he stole from the prison kitchen. He was 
recaptured after a man-hunt unique in the prison an- 
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the map, some twenty-three miles long by 
thirteen wide, and is thickly populated at 
that. Getting caught if he remained on 
the island was only a matter of time. None 
of the convicts who have succeeded in get- 
ting out of the prison has ever managed 
-to reach the mainland, but undoubtedly 
Conmy hoped to be the lucky first. 
Parkhurst prison stands just outside the 
town of Newport, which is located almost 
in the dead center of the island. Near it is 
a biggish wood known as Parkhurst forest, 
which at one time was a royal hunt ground. 
Most of the convicts who have escaped 
from the prison before have hidden‘in this 
wood, but Conmy, while laying 
his plans, had chosen a much 
better hiding place. He made 
tracks across country to White- 
field wood, one composed main- 
ly of oak trees, with a dense un- 
dergrowth of hazel, ash and 
bramble, which lies in a broad 
valley south of the town of Ryde 
and extends over two miles of 
country. Ryde, which is some 
six miles northeast of Newport, 
is a seacoast town. If Conmy 
could have stolen a boat and 
crossed the Solent by night, he 
might have been at large today. 
Unfortunately for him, however, 
he wasn’t able to. 


HE man-hunt which now be- 

gan proved unique in the 
crime annals of the country. 
Within a few hours Conmy’s 
escape was discovered, and up- 
ward of a hundred sear rs, 
prison warders, police and wiN- 
ing amateurs began scouring the 
island for him. At the outset 
boatmen were warned not to 
leave oars in their crafts. On 
all sides the hue-and-cry was 
taken up. 

Uniting, as he evidently does, 
the wiles of the trapper, the 
cunning of the fox and the en- 
durance of the red deer, Conmy 
might have dodged his pursuers 
indefinitely had it not been for

By means of it Conmy 
dropped into the prison vard. Still unseen, 
he got hold of a ladder which he know was 
kept in a stokehole and with the aid of it 
scaled the outer wall. Then he vanished 
into the fog. 


From the first he must have known that 
his only chance of escaping capture was 
to succeed in getting to the mainland 
which, at one point, is only a mile on the 
other side of the Solent. The Isle of

HAT ancient seat of learning, 
the Paris Sorbonne, has just de- 
cided to take a hand in the new- 
est of all science; which is also 
‘one of the oldest, namely “met-

It is concerned with 
what most people call “spiritualism,” a con- 
venient but out-of-date term. Even spirit- 
ism, the newer word, does not satisfy the 
Aatest school of research, for though most 
of them believe in apparitions, or the ma- 
terialization of occult forces, a large num- 
ber are not convinced of the existence of 
spirits.

This difiiculty 
causes no surprise to investigators like 
Professor Richet, who has a greater ex- 
perience with mediums than any living 
man, though naturally it makes the con- 
firmed skeptic smile. “Perhaps when the 
control becomes perfect the phenomena 
will disappear altogether,” suggesis one of 
the Sorbonne inquirers.

HAT is the matter with Madame

Yet 
the eccentricities of mod-

He 
has even dared to blaspheme against 
Poiret, the great high priest of the cult of 
feminine adornment. He accuses him of 
sacrilege, of sinning against the eternal 
verities of Eve’s curves and sinuosities; 
of lacking the commonest respect for “la 
ligne,” the sacred and tnchangeable fem- 
inine ligne, the inviolable silhouette. Hith- 
erto, he says, the aim of art has always 
been to respect the line of the human 
form. Even in their most fantastic in- 
terpretations painters and dressmakers 
have always been guided by the ideal of 
the nude, the frank and healthy frame 
or background of the picture. But give 
a beautiful woman to the modern dress- 
maker to clothe and he does not drape 
her so as to espouse Nature’s silhouette, 
any more than he tries to deshabiller her 
with frankness and charm. No; he exer- 
cises his ingenuity in shutting her up in 
bizarre trappings which, “range from the 
salad basket to the lobster trap; a whole 
series of strange apparatus which deform 
the beautiful lines of the body to the point 
of parody and caricature.” 

So M. Antoine is very sad. All thi 
incoherence, he says, is neither artistic nor 
French. It came in, he thinks, with jazz 
band and nigger dances, and is one of 
the signs of mental disturbance due to 
our epoch of jangled nerves. The spec- 
tacle of woman attired by artists like 
Poiret when they set out to be original 
affects him like the sight of St. Vitus’

said that some of the phenomena of this 
year’s fashions recall the excesses of the 
whirling dervishes.

N the day that the Germans were 
at last summoaged to Versailles 
(April 14) to ‘learh their fate, 
President Wilson said in a pub- 
lic statement: 


“It is hoped that the questions 
most directiy affecting Italy, es- 
pecially the Adriatic queston, ean 

now be -brought fo a speedy settlement.” 

This hope was based upon- the- great 
fact that the three entice ae chepery Great 
Britaia and France—after 3 of strug- 
gle im.the: dark period (des ibed in pre- 
ceding - ichapters): had finally reached a 
bast#@f compromse on the. Krench» claims, 
and .¢ould-naw turn, with some semblance 
of unity, to meet the ipipertunities of Or- 
landa’ and: Sonnino. 

It may well have been assumed at the 
moment: that this “hope ef the president 
for a°“speedy settlement” was we!l found- 
ed: but it.was not. No problems dragged 
themselves out to cuch tedious and exas- 
perating lengths ‘as those of Italy, and 
the reason is not far to seek. While a 
formula of the peace had indeed been 
arrived at by the three, it was a mixture 
of oil and water. 

It contained in the league of natie 
the program of the new, and in tie terms 
of the settlements an expression of the 
fears, greeds and ambitions of the old. 
There had been no real‘change of syirit, 
no genuine meeting of the minds between 
the new and the old. Wilson was as far 
distant from Ctemenceau in his essential 
uttiiude toward the problems prezented 
us before. 

When the three turned, therefore, to 
the two essential settlements yet to be 
made before the peace with . Germany 
could be signed—those with Italy and 
Japan—the negotiations were marked by 
a fatal two-mindedness. Wilson still en- 
deavored desperately to apply the vrinci- 
ples of tie new, to seek settlements not 
- Only just in themselves, but based upon 
a broad and generous program of co-opera- 
tion, while Clemenceau and Lioyd George, 
entangled in the commitments ‘of secret 
treaties, and themselves unsympathetic 
with the president’s program, upheld the 
old. | 

This gave thei Italians an unexampied 
cppoertunity, which they did not fail to 
seize upon, to bargain and bluff, to seek 
to win by keeping the opposition divided 
and playing off Clemenceau and Lloyd 
George against Wilson. It was a game 
at which Italy, for centuries at the mercy 
cf greater powers, had become past mas- 
ter. It had made the “fine Italian hand” 
in diplomacy notable or notorious (as one 
may choose to look at it) throughout the 
world. ~And yet the Italians at Paris 
played it wretchedly. They had no Cavour. 
They were themselves divided and double- 
minded, and Sonnino was forever hobbling 
Orlando, and Orlando defeating Sannino. 
If the Italians at Paris had had the clear- 
ness and steadiness of purpose of the 
Japanese they might have won a substan- 
tial dipolmatie victory. 


Hie Italian crisis naturailty divides itself 

into five cleariy recognizable periods, 
and will be so treated in this and two fol- 
lowing chapters. 

First-—-The effort to settle the problems 
upon the basis of the inquiries and advice 
of experts. This was one of the principal 
methods of the new—and was, throughout 
the conference, constantly recommended 
and practiced by President Wilson. Here 
it was tested to the uttermost—and failed. 
The reasons for this failure are most in- 
structive. 

Second-—The brief but stormy attempt 
at settlement 
arrangement in the council of four (April 
19 to 20). This was according to the ap- 
proved method of the old, and might have 
sueceeded if Wilson had not been there. 
But it failed and led to the explosion and 
crisis of the third period. 

Third—The appeal of Wilson (April 23) 
to the people of the world to which the 
controversy suddenly-emerged into day- 
light. Tiis was in its turn a device of 
the new. Wilson always held in reserve 
the great weapon of an “appeal‘to the 
reople.” Here he tried it out. It precipi- 
tated the withdrawai of Italy from Pze-ris 
and nearly broke: up the peace confer- 
ence. It alse failed. iy 

Fourth—-A return to the secret discus- 
sions of the eouncil of three and four w'th 
a furious attempt at settlenfents atcord- 
ing io the most sordid methods Of*he 
clad diplomacy: 
lialy out of Finme with offers ef land in 
‘rurker. to which the donors themselves 
had no right. followed by an astonishing 


reversal on the part of Liord George and- 


an attempt to buy Italy out of Turkey, 
with the offer ef Fiume. 

rifth—Final. negotiations based upon a 
French preject, the failure “of which led 
to the geiteral denouement-in’ which Italy, 
actapting the Mmevitable formula of "Paris 
that peace and a maintenance of allied 
unity and world order Was more impor- 
tant than any specific settlement. 

Italy thus came to the peace confer- 
ence with her claims nominated in the 
treaty of London.

c ee the territories designated in the 

treaty of London, Italy had a sort of 
legal claim, not formally renounced. On 
this basis she could have held her allies, 
Great Britain and France, and might, by 
sticking unwaveringly to it, have thrown 
the United States iuto an almost helpless 
isolation. Unhappily for her own claims, 
however, she insisted. upon going greecdly 
beyond the terms of her bond and claiming, 
among other things, the city of Fiume, 
which was expressly intlucel within the 
territories assigned (by a note to Article V. 
of the treaty) to “Croatia, Serbia and Mon- 
tenegro.”’ 

Now, it has been assumed by certzin 
writers: that this assignment- of Fiume 
to Crotia at the time was made with 
secret consent, but this, 
records clearly show, is not correct. . 

While the best of Italy is not yet rep- 
resented in its political control and the 
leaders in Paris, Orlando and Sonnino, 
supported the crudest aims of the old 
order of national competition, yet it is 
significant that the Italian economic 
delegates at Paris; notably Crespi, were 
not excelled,in the breadth of their vision 
of world economic problems.

I may come now to +the~ struggle 
itself. | 
Up to February 15, when the president 
sailed home to Ameriea, the Italian claims, 
by some sort of tacit understanding, were 
kept patted away out of sight. Yet the 
Italians were by no means idle. No na- 
tion at Paris was more indefatigable with 
its propaganda than Italy. Several Paris 
newspapers were commonly reputed to be 
in the pay of Italy and were constantly 
giving publicity to Italian claims, report- 
ine demonstrations in Italy and in Fiume; 
and there presently began to be a stream 
of distinguished visitors from Italy who 
sought out the American.experts or come 
to the American Press bureau to urge their 
case. They gave the best dinners in Paris. 
In short, they were preparing the way 
for the struggle they saw just ahead. 
The first real clashes were tactical, and, 
like so many other important problems, 
were precipitated duringecthe president's 
absence. Two problems of method arose 
in the very week that the president sailed 
away. The*first was the struggle of 
Sonnino to prevent a complete settlement 
with Germany—under the proposed pre- 
liminary treaty—-before the Italian ques- 
tion was considered. And here he won 
out; he got a promise that the Aus- 
trian and German settlement should go 
along together; «but a promise that the 
Htalians never “@uite trusted, for. they 
raised the sane, question again and. again. 
The other problem was far more vital, 
for it concerned the proceeding in deal- 
ing with the complicated claims of Italy. 
Boiled down to its essence it involved the 
question as to whether these claims should 
be settled by the old ‘method of secret 
diplomacy—as Sonnino desired—or by new 
methods of impartial inquiry by experts. 
Two days after the president left (Feb- 
ruary 17), Pashich, the Serbian premier, 
plumped the whole problem before the 
council of ten by proposing to submit all 
claims conflicting with Ltaly openly to 
the arbitration of President Wilson— 
which meant in effect, to the judgment of 
the American experts. Here was the New 
with a vengeance! Sonnino*turned down 
the idea flatly at once. He then went 
further and refused all discussion what- 
soever with the Jugo-Slavs. Nevertheless, 
it. was decided by the Ten, to hear the 
Jugo-Slavs, and they made a long and dull 
presentation of their claims (February 18)

What should be done next? 
President Wilson had already set up a 
precedent when he had secured -(Feb- 
ruary 1) the preference of the Rumanian

[TH no.ene there to champion the 

presidents idea—for House and 
Lansing took no vital part—Sonnino was 
able to prevent the reference of Italian 
claims fo a commission, but, significantly, 
did not oppose the idea of having a com- 
mission set up to study Jugo-Slav claims, 
except where they conflicted wth Italian 
claims, By tMis clever move Sonnino kept 
Italian claims for consideration wholly in 
secret councils by methods of the old 
diplomacy while, Jugo-Slav claims would 
be presented openly ina commission. This 
was truly the “fine Italian hand.” 

But Sonnino, like every reactionary, 
underestimated, because he despised, the 
New. He underestimated not only the 
sincerity and seriousness of. purpose, but 
the determnaton, of the American experts; 
he underestimated the grip which the new 
idea, however “impractical” and “idealistic” 
he might think it, had already secured in 
the work. 

So matters rubbedalong until the 
president’s return on March 15. [But 
such questions, in the overcharged at- 
mosphere of Paris, inevitably grew more 
@:fficult with delay. Public opinion in 
Italy, overstimulated in its expectations 
by-the demands of the leaders at Paris, 
became nsre and more unreasonable. 

Wilson had searcely arrived in Paris 
when Orlando came to see him, setting 
forth Italy’s claims, urging instant discus- 
sion. by the heads of states and dem@nding 
that the Jugo-Slavs be excluded from that 
discussion. Here again was the full pro- 
gram ofthe old diplomacy! But Wilson 
was not to be taken by stor He told 
Orlando he must consult his experts. 

But upon turning ‘to his advisers the 
president was astonished to find them di- 
vided into two camps—with two quite dif- 
ferent programs. 

American experts had long been work- 
ing on these problems; even before the 
war closed Colonel House’s inquiry had 
studied them and President Wilson bad 
based his ninth point.of the.fourteen upon 
their reports. They were working on the 
questions involved early in January. Pro- 
fessor Douglas Johnson had made a spe- 
cial ‘study of the problem in part wiile 
he was in Italy in 1918. On January 21 
the experts presented what was to become 
the basic American report regarding Ital- 
ian claims. This did not follow strictly 
the line of the Isondon treaty, nor did it 
strictly observe the principle of Wilson’s 
point IX., “a readjustment along 
clearly recognized lines of nationality.” 

While this report was not discussed in 
the councils at the time, the opinion of 
these American experts was undoubtedly 
well known to the Italians, who, of course, 
were wholly unwilling to accept any such 
decision, particularly regarding Fiume. Ac- 
cordingly, they energetically began to try 
to influence the American experts to 
change ther conciusions. They also ap- 
proached certain other members of the 
American delegation who were not 
charged with handling Italian frontier 
questions. 

In order to make clear to the president 
that there was no difference of opinion 


among the experts specially charged with~ 


studying the Adriatc problem, these ex- 
perts, W. E. Lunt, chief of the [Italian 
division; Charles Seymour, chief of the 
Austro-Hungarian division; Olive Day, 
chief of the Balkan division, and Douglas 
Johnson, chief of the division of boun- 
dary geography, sent in a memorandum 
(March 18) reaffirming their former rec- 
ommendations (of January 21): 

“Every memorandum hitherto submitted 

. - about which any of the heads of the 
above-named divisions have been consulted 
recommends that,Fiume and all Dalmatia 
should go to the Jugo-Slavs. We are still 
unanimously of that opinion.” 


S a result of his careful studies the 

president said to his Adriatic experts: 

“I am ready to fight for the line you 
gentlemen have given me, with one pos- 
sible exception. It may seem best to make 
Fiume an independent port.” 

This foreshadowed the lines of the de- 
cision he announced later and to which 
he held with slight modification to the 
end. It will be seen upon what a thorough 
examination both by the experts and by the 
president himself it was based. 

But this moderating solution regarding 
Fiume, which. was probably suggested by 
Colonel House who was all for concilating 
the Italians, was considered dangerous by 
the four chiefs who had signed the memo- 
randum of March 18. On April 4, there- 


fore, this group, with the addition of the 


rehief of the division of economics, Allyn 


A. Young, prepared a new memorandum 
asserting that “it is unwise to make Fiume 


‘a free city,” for various economic and legal 


reasons, but urging that if such a decision 
were to be made, the amplest economic 
rights should be assured to the Jugo-Slavs. 

While this difference of counsel was 
developing in the American delegation, the 
Italians were unceasingly plying their argu- 
ments on every hand and pressing for 
immediate consideration of their case. Al- 
though the council of four was then pre 
occupied with the titanie struggle of Wilson 
and Clemenceau over the French claims, 
it suddeniy: turne@ aside, on. April 3—the 
_@ay-ahe pragtdent\fell ili—to-an examina- 
-Ddwtof :the Adriatic. problem,

operation with the Americans on the ter- 
ritorial commissions. They knew full well 
that everythng depended on moving P-esi- 
dent Wilson, and spared ‘no possible effort 
to do so. No one connected with the 
American delegation was safe from their 
importunities. They fairly besieged our 
press bureau, feeling that its chief was 
close to Wilson and eager to get their 
case presented their way in the American 
newspapers. It was understood that they 
had purchased outright the support of cer- 
thin French newspapers. They began now 
to taik of going home and breaking up the 
conf“fence, although they blanched when- 
ever confronted with the eeonomic conse- 
quences of a real breach with the United 
States, from. whom they expected new 
loans 

It is unquestionab’te that the attitude of 
Colonel House in favoring these cances- 
sions to Italy, and in dividing the the ex- 
pert counsel of the commission, although 
he constantly urged that it was necessary 
to do so to “save the league,” widened 
the breach that already existed ween 
him and President Wilson. 

The climax came on April/ 13, when 
the decision was reached to invite the 
Germans to Versailles. To this Orlando 
bitterly objected. He saw that Wilson 
was aot coming to an agreement with the 
French, that the German treaty would 
soon he completed, and that there would 
soon remain no possibilities for bargain- 
ing, » controversies in which Italy might 
trade her support to one side or the other. 
Orlando wrote a letter to.President Wilson 
that 1:orning declaring that “the impres- 
sion that the peace conditions for France 
now ate settled, while those of Italy are 
still. hanging in the balance, has led to 
the most acute nervous tension.” He re- 
fused, therefere, to join in inviting the 
Germans until Italian matters were con. 
sidered. 


CCORDINGLY, the next day (April 14) 
Orlando and Wilson had a long con- 
versation, the basis of which was an im- 
portant memorandum written by the presi- 
dent which set forth @ie decision he had 
arrived at as a result of his discussions 
with the experts. He asserted une4uivocal.- 
ly his intention to stand on the fourteen 
points as the principles of th® Austrian 
peace He stood also by the line run- 
ning down through Istria, recommended by 
the Adriatic experts in January as the ex- 
treme eastward limit of Italian expansion. 
As for Fiume, he provosed that as an in- 
ternational port “it should enjoy a very 
considerable degree of genuine autonomy.” 
As soon as he saw it. Orlando de. 
clared the memorandum a totally unae- 
ceptable basis of settlement, since it failed 
to give Italy Dalmatia, the islands, and 
part of Istria, besides providing an inade- 
quate degree of liberty for Fiume. While 
the difference seemed even at that time 
irreconcilable, yet upon the president's 
promise to confer again with his experts 
and that the Italian question would also 
be pressed for decision by the four. Or- 
lando, at last, agreed to join in inviting 
the Germans. 

Following this interview the president, 

“t was under great pressure in other 
affairs, apparently. turhed the matter over 
to House:. The men House called on were 
among those who were sympathetic to 
ward Italy’s claims; and the various proj- 
ects developed were all concessions of 
varying form and extent. 

In order to clarify the situation the 
experts specially charged with the Ad- 
riatic- problem, joined ‘by Dr. Isaiah Bow. 
man, chief territorial specialist, addressed 
a new statement to the president. This 
letter (of April 17) was based on the fun- 
damental principles of the peace, recalling 
to Wilson his own words used on the first 
voyage to-France: “Tell me what's right 
and I'll fight for it.” Once more the 
signers proceeded to tell him what was 
right, at least so far as Fiume was con- 
cerr .7. 

The president decided to stand by his 
memorandum of April 14 and told his 
associates that the Italians “could not have 
Fiume with his consent and that he would 
not recognize the treaty of London.” 

This ended.the struggle of the experts 
and the president henceforth consulted 
at each step his special Adriatic experts. 
The next period—-the struggle in the secret 
coimcils of the four—was at hand. This 
began on April 19—and will be discussed 
in the next chapter.

STRONOMY! That is the field of the 

explorer of tomorrow. The earth and 
all its empty spaces are known, described 
on the pages of the world’s knowledge. 
With little revising the book of mundane 
geography will stand forever written as it 
is today. The explorers must now turn to 
compiling the data from which to chart 
the cosmos, the “all,” of which earth is but 
a tiny part, a far-flung speck of star dust, 
drifting, drifting, whence or whither no 
one knows. 

Wouldn’t you like to know just what the 
universe is? If it is infinite, or just un- 
imaginably big? If it is a titan sphere 
sWirling through nothingness, it would be 
interesting to know just what part of the 
sphere the earth is. 

Perhaps those questions will never be 
answered, certainly not in this generation 
of man. But other things of interest about

our cosmic neighbors will be learned. 
Whether people live on the other planets 
in the solar system, which in itself is only 
an infinitesimal part of the known uni- 
verse. If they do, what sort of peopie are 
they? How do they live? Maybe those ques- 
tions will not be finally settled, but some- 
thing of their answers may become known. 
The average man cannot hope to do 
much toward solving all the problems to- 
ward whose answers astronomers are 
striving, but he can have a lot of inexpen- 
sive and broadening pleasure out of fol- 
lowing their discoveries In a small way 
and at least in looking at a part of the 
universe a good deal bigger than he has 
looked before. Who can say that the small 
boy who traced the old swimming hole 
creek back to a spring deep in the woods 
dida’t get as much thrill out of his dis- 
covery as Columbus did out of his? 
M R. ALLEN has found astronomy an 
engrossing hobby and an inexpensive 
one. For less than $3 outlay of money and 
a few hours of work he has built a tele- 
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B. R. Allen, of Atlanta, and the telescope 
he built for less than $3. Mr. Allen’s hobby 
is astronomy and he asserts that there is 
more pleasure, as well as education, in a $3 
home-made telescope than many times that 
amount of money could buy in any other 
way. He gives full directions for building 
a simple telescope that will bring the sun 
within 2,600,000 mules of the observer and 
bring the moon close enough to see all the 
craters and mountains on its surface.

Mr. Allen’s first instrument, little more 
than half as powerful as the one he is 
using now, was made, he says, as an amuse- 
ment and verification of descriptions he 
had seen in astronomical literature. It is 
simple and easy to construct, he says, and 
the experiment, he believes, to be worth 
anyone’s trouble. 

The instrument, which is described here, 
is 53 1-3 power and, to use common par- 
lance, brings the moon within 4,600 miles, 
instead of its true distance about 240,000 
miles, and the sun to less than 2,000,000 
miles.

ents, they say, will happen 
mn the best regulated families, 
and one of the most annoying 
that occurs is to have your very 
best dress or finest tablecloth or 


some equally treasured posses- 
sion put temporarily out of com- 
mission by a large splotch of something. 
After such an untoward incident the ques- 
tion is how best to get rid of the unwel- 
come addition. 

The first thing to remember in attempt- 
ing to remove a spot or stain is that the 
more haste the less difficulty there will 
be, for the longer it is left the more “fixed” 
it will become. This, however, does: not 
mean that you should rush for the first 
cleaning substance on which you can “lay 
your hands; that may be more disastrous 
than delay. The agent which will eradi- 
cate one kind of a stain may only make 
another more difficult to remove. The 
following directions for diagnosing the case 
of each particular spot should be carefully 
followed: 

Methods of cleaning are determined in 
the first place by the nature. of the ma- 
terial. Fabrics fall into four main groups: 
woolens, silks, cottons and linens. These 
fibers are, of course, also found in com- 
bination. The color element also plays a 
part. White cottons and linens are usually 
cleaned in the laundering; but if they are 
colored the problem is more difficult. A 
cleaning agent must be chosen that will 
not affect the color. 

The next problem, after determining the 
kind of material, is to ascertain the nature 
of the spot. Even if the article is to be 
sent to the professional cleaner it is wise 
to inform him as to what has caused the 
spotting. 

Food stains are of three kinds: those 
which have sugar as a foundation, albu. 
minous stains and fat stains. A Sugar 
stain usually leaves a spot which is stiff, 
and which will crack if rubbed. As it is 
' a surface stain, most of it can be scratched 
off. Albuminous stains, like the hardened 
yolk or white of an egg, will peel off rather 
than crackle. Fat stains penetrate the fi- 
ber and are distinctly noticeable on both 
sides of the cloth. Old fat stains are dis- 
tinguished by their odor. They also make 
light-colored fabrics look darker and dark- 
colored fabrics gray and dusty. Besides 
food stains, there are those caused. by 
such substances as ink, grease, iron-rust 
and paint. These can usually be identi- 
fied by their characteristic color or odor. 

Sugar stains may be easily dissolved 
in water, and for rapid work it should be 
hot. This is satisfactory with white linen, 
or cottons, but the hot water may yellow 
white silks, shrink white woolens, or weak- 
en and fade the dye of colored silks and 
woolens; hence, if the fabric is apt to be 
harmed, it is better to take more time 
and dissolve the sugar in cold water. Water 
used for removing the spots on fine fabrics 
should never be any warmer than the tem- 
perature of the finger. 

Of course, every housekeeper knows that 
water will leave a ring on many fabrics. 
This ring, however, can be removed by 
steaming. This is easily done by boiling 
a small amount of water in the tea kettle, 
tying a fine cheesecloth over the spout 
of the kettle, so that as the steam jets 
forth there may be no little spattering of 
water. Shake the spotted silk, satin or 
velvet in the jet of steam until the breadth 
of material has all been treated. Continue 
shaking until dry—it may even have to be 
repeated the second time—but good results 
will follow. If the spot is on the front 


of a skirt, it is wise to steam the whole. 


front. Velvets should always be steamed 
upon the wrong side in order to raise the 
nap. 

Albuminous stains like those of egg or 


blood should have as much of the coagu- 
lated mass brushed away as possible. The 
stain that is left should be dissolved in 
lukewarm water. Albumen is soluble in 
cold water. If the blood stain is on a 
,». White fabric (so often one pricks the fin- 
ger in hand-sewing), one drop of household 
ammonia added to a cup of- warm water 
will go far in removing it. A few drops of 
hydrogen peroxide may also be used on 
white goods. If one fears to use water. 
dry powdered starch added while the blood 
stain is still wet will remove much of it. 

Stains caused by fats can not so easily 
be cleaned, because fats are not soluble in 

water. It is necessary to sanonify the fat 
—literally to make soap of it—which ren- 
ders it soluble. Here again white fabrics 
are easily cared for by applying a little 
white soap with a very soft brush which 
has been moistened in lukewarm water. 
The fat dissolves in this and when luke- 
warm water is poured through the stain 
the spot disappears. 

Milk, grease and coffee sfains present a 
Milk contains both fat 
and albuminous material, and a siain of 
this kind requires a twofold treatment. 
The simplest and best method is to use 
soap and cold water; the cold water dis-

Place 
one teaspoon of this pulp in each tomato.

solves the albuminous material and the 
soap clears up the fat element in the stain. 
In removing coffee with cream in it, we 
have a tfiple problem—fat, albuminous ma- 
terial and coloring in the stain. Clear cof- 
fee dissolves in hot water, but hot water 
coagulates the albumen of the milk, which 
Therefore the 
first thing to do is to remove the fat and 
albuminous material with cold water and 
soap. The coloring matter which remains 
can be eliminated with clear hot water. 


Salt and lemon are among the most ef- 
fective for removing ink stains. In remoy- 
ing ink stains always place an absorbent 
pad of blotting paper or cloth under the 
spot to take up the ink as fast as it is set 
free. This pad should be changed as soon 
as it becomes discolored. 

Machine grease is easily removed by rub- 
bing a little lard into the stain, being sure 
to have a ‘pad underneath to absorb the 

carbon, which is almost instantly set free 
by the clear fat. Use a white unsalted 
fat in preference to butter or olive oil. 
After the machine grease has been well 
saturated with the clean fat, one may wash 
the spot with a soft brush dipped in soap 


and water. Change the cloth underneath 


many times, for it soon loses its power to - 


absorb. 

Paint stains are usually taken out with 
turpentine. Like other stains, they are 
much more easily removed when fresh. 
On wool goods fresh paint may be re- 
moved by rubbing two wool surfaces to- 
gether.

Rejuvenation of Feather Bed—One of the 
finest, lightest, warmest .nd in all ways 
most satisfactory covering for use on out- 
door beds in very cold weather is - light- 
weight feather bed with removable, wash- 

ble cover. This is not a new idea, since 

feather beds were used in the “old coun- 
try” years ago for covering. The cold, 
crisp outdoor air puts buoyancy into the 
feathers that is delightful. You do not 
feel any weight, as when the bed is loaded 
down with covers. The feathers follow 
the curve of the body, no cold air is let 
in and one feels as if in a sort of thermos 
compartment. 

To Avoid Chipping Dishes—A splendid 
economic device is to apply a piece of rub- 
ber hose 1 1-2 inches long to both hot and 
cold water faucets in the kitchen sink. 


‘This prevents a chance bump. against the 


metal faucet breaking or chipping dishes. 
It will save many a piece of china from 
the unsightly and expensive nicks which so 
often occur and are so disliked by good 
housekeepers. 

To Fold a Bedspread—To keep the bed- 
spread from wrinkling during the night, 
fold it in the following manner, rather 
than throw it over the foot of the bed in 
the usua- way: Begin at the top of the 
spread and fold it toward the foot in half. 
Then fold from each side toward the cen- 
ter, forming a triangle, the point of which 
is toward the head and the base toward 
the foot of the bed. Hold the point and 
fold it over the footboard. The spread 
does not drag on the floor or lose its po- 
sition. To unfold, fullow in reverse order.

HE preparations for a_ holiday 

i with the children are apt to be 

+} as painful and full of anxiety for 

the mother as they are sure to be 

delightful and full of anticipation 

| for the children. But most moth- 

i ers overdo in the matter of prep- 

aration. They take too many 

clothes, too many pairs of shoes, too many 

books to read and too many toys to play 

with. They are prone to forget that most 

summer places are provided with some 

sort of stores or shops where necessary 

accessories can be bought. It is not neces- 

sary to take the precautions that one would 
take before a cruise in the arctic. 


Remember, in packing, that it is no 
longer considered fashionable or good 
form for children to be dressed in their 
best very often at mountain or seaside re- 
sort. Usually at such places children are 
dressed very much the same on Sundays 
as on other days. At some places there 
simply are no occasions for dressing up. 

So the only things that you need think 
of taking are good, comfortable, substan- 
tial sport clothes. Be sure, too, to make 
allowances for a difference of -climate. 
There are days at the seashore or moun- 
tain when long stockings would feel very 
acceptable as substitutes for short socks. 

Try and have the beneficial results of 
your outing show themselves as soon as 
possible. We have come to feel that chil- 
dren are usually upset or out of sorts for 
a day or two after any change. However, 
this really need not be if the trip is made 
so that they do not lose any of their ac- 
-customed sleep and so that their diet is not 
much altered. 

It is far better to underfeed a child on a 
trip than to overfeed’ him. To be sure the 
child should not be allowed to become faint 
with hunger by going beyond accustomed 
meal hours. But do not take sweet crack- 
ers and fruit to be eaten between mea!s— 
much less candy. Fruit is all very well in 
itscif, but fruit carried on the train is apt 
to beeome hot and stale and only takes 
awav from the appetite for regular meals. 

Care should be taken that children away 
on an outing do not depart from their usual 
bed time. Of course, there are evening 
attractions, and the children may beg to 
be allowed to remain up later than usual. 
But the mother Who is firm in requiring 
her children to go to bed at their regular 
hour will reap the benefit in sweeter tem- 
pered, healthier children, 
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ID you ever think, when you were 
lamenting the fact that your 
house is too small, that one of 
those little portable houses set 
up in the garden would answer 
the ‘purpose of another room in 
your house?

She has been able to have prettier clothes 
since she did all her work. 

Many women who did their own house- 
work alone for the first time during the 
war gave as their excuse that they actually 
could find no one to employ. Moreover, 
wages were so high that help was often 
prohibitive. Under present conditions help 
is far more plentiful in most localities, and 
wages are getting back to normal. 

Factory girls who scorned to work in a 


—- 


‘house two or three years ago, are many of 


them looking rather‘ enviously at their 
friends who are sure of shelter and three 
meals a day and a home environment, with 
almost all the money they make to be re- 
garded as clear gain. There are students 
who a few years ago spent the summer 
months in offices or factories making ex- 
cellent wages because of the abnormal 
labor situation who are now willing enough 
to make their vacation money as “mothers’ 
helpers.” 

And it may be that the very best way 
you could spend some of your household 
money would be in paying wages to an as- 
sistant. You have found that you can do 
it alone, but it may be that you are using 
reserve strength that should not be spent. 
It may be that you are giving less of your 
time and personality to your children and 
your husband than is their due. So think 
it over. Remember reconstruction days 
have passed and it may be that in your 
reconstructed household there is need of 
a domestic assistant.

A xe) of leaving dishes over from to- 

night’s dinner to be washed to- 

morrow morning. Of course, it 

is a bad habit to allow m&aids to 

do this. Presumably you give 

them time enough off at some 

other part of the day and afternoons off 

besides to make you feel quite fair in ex- 

pecting them to get the dishes all washed 
and put away immediately after dinner. 

But when you are your own maid it is 


a different proposition. 


If you have been accustomed to think 
that it is wrong and a matter of bad house- 
keeping to leave the dishes then when you 
do enjoy the luxury of an evening after 
dinner without the usual dish washing you 
also feel guilty. And that rather spoils the 
fun you are having out of not washing the 
cishes. 

Now there really are times and occasions 
when it is wiser not to do the dinner dishes 
at night and there are households where 
it is wiser to make a practice never to do 
them until morning. 

But never leave food around. This at- 
tracts insects and, of course, any good 
food is made unfit for use if it has stood 
about in a warm kitchen. If you are going 
to leave the dishes, make a practice of get- 
ting as much done beforehand as possible. 
Then put away food, scrape up the dishes 
just enough so that garbage can be got rid 
of and then stack the dishes till morning. 

Some persons have a large cake box 
where they put them where they will be 
out of the way and not attract flies. One 
good authority says that if you must leave 
dishes, put them in a dishpan filled full of 
warm water and washing powder.

end to end, not a trace of Conmy could be 
found. He had the will-o’-the-wisp beat a 
mile.

[It was a parrot that betrayed him at the 
finish. In the early hours of one morning, 
with the police looking for him everywhere, 
the convict slipped into the house of a 
tailor named Page, in upper High street. 


-The fanflly didn’t rouse, but their parrot 


did, and kicked up such a row that the 
sleuthhounds of the law realized that their 
man must be somewhere in the immediate 
vicinitye Conmy made a quick exit from 
the tailor’s and beat it back to an empty 
house close by that was his newest lair. 
But in his haste he made a certain amount 
of noise and thus gave himself away. The 
door of the house was forced and a ser- 
geant of police, followed by five constables, 
rushed in. 


There was no one on the ground floor, 
but in an upper room the invaders found 
Conmy’s slender remaining stock of food. 
The convict himself was not visible, but 
a rope dangling from a trapdoor leading 
to the roof showed where he was hiding. 
When challenged he at first refused to 
come down and did his best to hold the 
trap against the police. Realizing, however, 


that he had no chance, he threw up the 
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sponge at last and surrendered. A squat, 
bedraggled little figure, wtih several days’ 
growth on his chin, he was almost glad to 
be caught. 

Conmy was handcuffed and marched to 
the local police station. The news of his 
capture spread quickly and when taken 
back to Parkhurst prison he was given 
such an ovation as few acknowledged 
scamps, if any, have received in England. 
As he entered an auto for the return jour- 


ney, a big and sympathetic crowd cheered 
him lustily and several women showered 
roses on him as he sat between two hefty, 
and mightily alert, warders. 

It was on a Tuesday night that Conmy 
wriggled through the hole in the wall of 
his cell and made his bid for liberty. It is 
curious that, simultaneously, an inmate of 
another English prison should have been 
maturing the last details of an even more 
daring plan of escape, which he put into 


practice on the succeeding Friday night. 
If anything the get-away of Ronald Mc- 
Kinnon from Wandsworth prison was 
planned even more cleverly than Conmy’s; 
it called for even greater courage and re- 
sourcefulness and, when the time came, it 
was carried out with amazing industry and 
swiftness. It is still a source of wonder- 
ment to the public and, in at least one re- 
spect, a puzzle to the authorities.

sale of their precious heirlooms. Each 
evening in the house back of the Trinite 
there gathered a company of Russians, out- 
east from their native land, drinking tea 
and talking of the sales they had made 


during the day or the gambling they had 


done the night before. 

Some of these Russians had fled with 
their jewels. Some of them had fled leav- 
ing their treasures behind for the rough 
hands of the reds. And some of them had 
buried their heirlooms in the hope that they 
might come back in another day and re- 
claim their homes and jewels. 

When the bolsh2vists invaded the homes 
of the aristocrats they stripped them of 
wratever jewels there may have been 
about the premises, so the story goes. 
M.uuecy was worthless, but the world recog- 
nized the value of precious stones. 

Now the matter of marketing the heir- 
looms of proud Russian families presented 
certain difficulties to the confiscators of 
them. It seems that the great heap of them 
was gathered together at the central gov- 
ernment offices in: Moscow, to be hoarded 
and sold to meet the exigencies of the new 
rulers. | 

Some of the rarest pieces of jewelry in 
the world were Russia’s. Many of them 
were known in the court circles of Europe 
and many of them were known by photo- 
graphic and journalistic description 
throughout the world. They dare not, 
these bolsheviki, go forth with such tell- 
tale evidence in their hands—evidence that 
spoke so particularly of crimes for which 
the world was so severely censuring them. 

“o the precicus stones they pried from 
their elaborate settings. The _ intricate 
craftsmaiship was disregarded and the 
stones extracted from iheir mountings. 
This is by way of being a new tragedy 
within the great bleeding heart of Rus- 
sia. 

After the diamonds, rubies, sapphires, 
pearls, emeralds and all manner of preci- 
ous stones had been separated from their 
ornate settings they were examined and 
weighed by experts working at the point 
of bolshevist guns, it is said, and then filed 
away in great vaults to serve the govern- 
ment needs as the needs arose. 


ND not only is there this fund of jew- 
« els in Russia, but there are also the 
Rumanain crown jewels, \hich were taken 
into Russia for safe keeping during the 
Balkan wars in 1912 and 1913. What has 
become of this great fortune of jewels? 

Are the bolsheviki appropriating this 
store for their own-.uses or are they pro- 
tecting it intact against the day when 
their government may be recognized and 
the geturn of these jewels be a step in 
building up a new respect? 

The Russian church fund also is puezling 
the outside world. The enormity of this 
fund was never revealed by the wor! ! until 
the escaped Russians began to wonder 
about its safety. For years the Russian 
people made gifts of gold and jewels to 
the church. 


These gifts dribbled in, in small pieces 
for the most part. The custom lay upon 
every Russian of the orthodox church and 
the custom has been in force for cen- 
turies past. There was no dispersing of 
this gift fund, so that by the beginning of 
the war there was no knowing to what 
magnitude it had grown. 


What has become of Russia’s church 
fund? What has become of this marvelous 
collection of personal jewelry which has 
been worn and loved by the people and 
then sacrificed on an altar which they 
recognized as greater than their personal 
vanity? Is this another chapter in the ter. 
rific tragedy of Russia? 

That the bolsheviki were afraid to touch 
this sacred fund has been alleged. These 


few thousand men organized for dominion 
over the millions of Russian peasants were 
afraid to touch the church fund, it has been 
said. : 

Recent rumors are to the effect that this 
fund now has been rifled. Can it be that 
these jewels, too, are floating in the stream 


that is flooding the European markets? 
Come new tales from Russia of diamonds, 
rubies and pearls without price and pearls 
that have been bought at a price so dear 
that it is incomprehensible to the outside

tography because a sensitive plate cannot 
be developed in full daylight? You do not 
consider the dark room and the red lantern 
of the photographer as proofs of fraud. 
Why not admit that certain definit2 phys- 
ical conditions may be necessary also for 
the production of psychic manifestations?” 


p ROFESSOR RICHET is not convinced 
that the psychic phenomena which he 
has observed have a “supernatural” origin. 
He considers that they are the result of ob- 
scure natural forces which as yet are only 
imperfectly understood. His attitude is 
summed up in the phrase. “There are no 
spirits,” but it may be added that many of 
his collaborators inthenew science hold 
the opposite opinion. He and his old friend, 
Sir Oliver Lodge, for example, differ com- 
pletely on this point. Dr. Richet declines 
to admit the necessity, in the present state 
of our knowledge, of attributing a mystical 
explanation to psychic phenomena, just as 
he would reject the hypothesis that wire- 
less telegraphy and radium emanations are 
due to spirits. And he declares that so far 
there is no evidence (in the scientific 
sense) that anyone has ever communicated 
with the spirits of the dead. 


“There are marvels enough as it is in 
the domain of metaphysical research to oc- 
cupy our attention,” he said to me, “with- 
out it being necessary or desirable in the 
present state of our knowledge to attach 
a meaning or explanation to every fact in 
our experience. I myself have arrived at 
an hypothesis concerning both the mate- 
rialization of so-called spirit forms and 
such phenomena as the movements of ob- 
jects at a distance, levitation and so forth. 


In the latter case I believe that there is 
an “invisible materialization”—though this 


sounds like a contradiction in terms—of 
a hand or body, for example, which is capa- 
ble of mechanical action; while in the 
case of ‘spooks’ or ‘ghosts,’ to give them 
their popular name, there is a visible ma- 
terialization, which is also capable of me- 
chanical action. But the time has not yet 
arrived for dogmatism in any branch of 
metaphysics.”

A bearing on the interesting question as 
to what extent even trained scientific ob- 
servers of the caliber of Richet, whose 
whole life has been spent in calling on 
facts to stand and deliver their meaning 
and in doubting almost the evidence of 
their own senses, are likely to be htim- 
bugged by mediums I can quote the fol- 
lowing striking remark of the professor. 
Some of his experiences would have terri- 
To seea 
phantom stalk the room while the medium 
who materialized it is asleep on a couch 
bound hand and foot, to talk with and 
even touch the apparition and realize that 
it is a living intelligence—though possibly 
the intelligence may be only a form of 
the medium’s own  personality—to be 
struck in the face and have one’s hair 
pulled by an invisible presence; to hold for. 
half a minute a thing at first shapeless and 
fluidic, which gradually becomes a warm 
and living hand, while the medium’s own 
hands are being held by brother scientists 
of the eminence of Sir Oliver Lodge and 
Ochorowicz—these are surely supreme 
tests of a man’s courage. Professor Richet 
says quite simply: “The only fear I have 
ever felt in the presence of these manifes- 
tations is the awful, overwhelming fear of 
being a dupe. That is the only ‘ghost’ 
that has ever kept me awake at night. 
And because of this in all my researches 
my guiding principle has been never to ac- 
cept the smallest scrap of evidence that I 
should reject if I were a judge trying a 
man for his life.” 

And indeed Professor Richet’s personal 
courage cannot be doubted. Recently, at 
the age of 72, he was eager to fly to War- 
saw to investigate the claims of a wonder- 
ful new medium of whom news had reached 
Paris. It was only with the greatest diffi- 
culty that he was persuaded by his family, 


owing to the squally spring weather, to go 
by train instead of by aeroplane. I may 
mention that among his innumerable 
scientific interests this extraordinary man 
was one of the first in France to investi- 
gate the possibilities of flying. He had an 
aviator son killed during the war.

iSTHER is not the only heroine in, 


the book of the Bible that has 
made her name immortal. She 
is not the only woman mentioned 
in its ten wonderful dramatic 
chapters whose life holds a great 
lesson for men and women of all 
times and all countries. 

Vashti, though her part has been con- 
sidered a minor one, should not be over- 
looked, especially, in these latter days. She 
proved that she possessed real nobility ; 
she defended, not the welfare of a group, 
but all womanhood, and she had no guardi- 
an to spur her on by appeals to-race pride 
and by threats addressed .to her fear for 
herself. . 

We read that Ahasuerus, king of Persia, 
Vashti’s husband, was a typica}l Oriental 
monarch, with a domain that extended 
“from India even unto Ethiopia.” It was 
divided into 127 provinces. | 

In the third year of his reign he made 
a feast unto all his princes and his serv- 
ants. He showed them “the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honor of his ex- 
cellent majesty many days, even an hun- 
dred and four-score days.” Then he gave 
a seven days’ feast to all the people who 
were present in the Shushan palace. “Also 
Vashti, the queen, made a feast for the 
women in the royal house which belonged 
to King Ahasuerus.” mi 

On the seventh day, “when the heart of 
the king was merry with wine,” he com- 
manded the seven chamberiains to “bring 
Vashti, the queen, before the king with 
the crown royal, to shew the people and 
the princes her beauty: for she was fair 
to jook on.” But Vashti refused to exhibit 
her beauty before a lot of drunken revellers 
—“therefore was the king very wroth, and 
his anger burned in him.” 

Then the king called the wise men to- 
gether and asked, “What shall be done to 
Vashti?” 

Memucan, one of the princes of Persia 
and Media, suggested. that Vashti, the 
queen, had not only wronged the king, but 
all the princes and all the people as well. 
Memucan seems to have been the proto- 
type. of quite a numerous tribe of which 
some traces still exist; at least the argu- 
ments which he employed have been re- 
peated in modern times.

Vashti may be regarded as one of the 
earliest martyrs to the cause of temper- 
ance. Her refusal to obey her husband, 
when he was merry with win®, cost her 
her crown, but she preserved her self- 
respect. She deserves to be remembered 
now when wives have ceased to be the 
helpless victims of intoxicated husbands.

Jerusalem -with the captivity, entered his 
uncle’s daughter, Esther, whom he had 
raised as a member of his family, in the 
contest, which was open to “all the fair 
young virgins.” After the 12 months re 
quired for their purification, the maidens 
were brought before the king, and the 
king chose Esther. 

We read that “the king loved Esther 
above all the women, and she obtained 
grace and favor in: his sight more than 
all the virgins; so that he set the royal 
crown upon her head, and made her queen 
instead of -Vashti.” 3 

This brings us to the lesson. Haman, 
who had been promoted to the chief place 
under the king, was enjoying the rever- 
ence of the king’s servants—that is, of all 
except Mordecai, who “bowed not, nor did 
him reverence.” This filled Haman with 
wrath and for this lack of reverence on 
the part of one Jew, Haman decided to 
destroy all the Jews in the kingdom. 


He did not tell the king his personal 
grievance, but did as the wicked always 
do, viz., pretended that he was prompted 
by noble motives. For the king’s benefit, 
as he put it, he asked authority to kill 
them. Mordecai had concealed Esther's 
race and the king did not know that his 
queen was included in the decree. (Haman

probably did not know it.) The conspiracy 
promised to be successful; orders were 
“destroy, to kill, and to 
cause to perish, all Jews, both young and 
old, little children and women, in one day.” 


When Mordecai learned what was done 
he at once put on sackcloth and went be- 
fore the king’s gate. Esther, learning of 
his mourning, dispatched a trusted mes- 
senger to him to know the cause. He 
sent word to her, urging her te g0 in 
unto the king and make supplication in 
behalf of the people.

And then the faith of Mordecai 
blazed forth; he spoke in the tone of the 
prophets and warned Esther’that if she 


held her peace, deliverance would arise to. 


the Jews from another place and that she 
and her father’s house would be destroyed.

He concluded with a wonderful sentence, 
often used in appeals to those in authority: 
“Who knoweth whether thou art come to 
the kingdom for such a time as this?”’ 

Esther, strengthened and inspired by 
Mordecai’s appeal, returned an answer that 
ranks with the words of Mordecai. She 
asked Mordecai to gather together all the 
Jews in Shushan to fast for her for three 
Gays and three- nights; she anf - her 
maidens would fast also, and then she 
promised Mordecai, “So will I go in unto 
the king, which is not according to the 
law: and if I perish, I perish.” 

Behold the contrast! On one side was 
the chief man of the kingdom, with a de- 
eree authorizing him to kill all the Jews, 
and with ali the power of the kingdom to 
carry out the conspiracy. On the other 
side was a Jew condemned to death and 
a Jewess queen whom her husband had 
unknowingly included in the death sen- 
tence. What an unequal combat and what 
a difference in character is disclosed! 

The scheming Haman, working wnder 
cover and practicing deceit, was scemingly 
near to a wicked triumph, but. he had not 
numbered the unseen forces-——-the hosts, 
concealed upon the mountain top, which 
form the unconquerable reserve in every 
righteous cause. Moses declares that one 
with God shall chase a thousand and two 
shal] put ten thousand to flight. Mordecai 
was number one and Esther was number 


- two in the rival army that was to shatter 


the plans of Haman. 

The Jews fasted. Mordecai and Esther 
with them. And on the third day Esther 
put on her royai apparel, and stood in the 


inner court of the king’s house; she ob- 
tained favor in the sight of the king; he 
held out the golden scepter; the crisis 
was past—she had triumphed. The king 
asked what she desired and she invited 
him and Haman to a banquet with her that 
day. When the two guests appeared and 
the king asked what her petition was, 
Esther deferred the presentation of her 
petition and asked them to be her guests 
again on the following day. 

Haman, in the meantime, had further 
occasion to be stirred with wrath against 
Mordecai for lack of reverence. Unaware 
of impending peril, he ordered that a gal- 
lews fifty cubits high be made for Mor. 
decai. ; 


“ Something also happened to the king. 


That night he could not sleep: he spent 
his restless hours listening to the reading 
of the chonicies. 


It so kappened—was it just an accident? 
--that they read to the king of the act 
of Mordecai in saving the king from a 
conspiracy against his life planned by two 
of the king’s chamberiains. In a burst of 
gratitude he inquired whether Mortlecai 
had ever been rewarded. And then it 
happened—was this an accident aiso?— 
that just at this time Haman appeared to 
tell the king of the now famous gallows 
that he had built for Mordecai.
